Venus 
cuningly,yet with hir Mole, Alexander hauing a Skar 
in his cheeke helde his finger vpon it that Appelles 
might not paint it, Appelles painted lum with his fin- 
ger cleauing to his face, why quod Alexander I layde 
my finger on my Skarre bicauſe I would not haue ther 
ſee it, (yea ſayd Appelle) and I drew it there bicauſe 
none cls ſhould perceiue it, for if thy finger had bene a- 
way, either thy Skarre would haue ben ſceneor my arte 
millyked: whereby I gather, that in all perfect workes 
alwell the fault as the face is to be {izowen. The fairctt 
Leopard is ſette downe with his (;zots,the ſweteſt Roſe 
with his prickles,the fineſt VYeluet with his bracke. 
Seing then that in euery counterfaite as well the ble⸗ 
miſh as the bewtie is coloured: l hope I (hal not incur 
the diſpleaſure of the wiſe, in that in the diſcourſe of 
Euphues I haue aſwel touched the vanities of his loue, 
as the vertues of his lyfe. Ihe Perſians who aboue all 
their Kings moſt honored Cyrus, cauſed him to be en-

& he that praiſed Alexander moſt bewrayed his quats 
fing.

For as cuery Paynter that ſhadoweth a man in all parts

And certes I thinke ther be mo {peaches which for 
rauitic wil miſlyke the fooliſh,then vnſemely termes 
which for vanitie may offẽd the wiſe, Which diſcourſe 
(right Honorablc)I hope you wil the rather pardon for 
the rudenes in that it is the firſt, & protect it the more 
willingly if it offend in that it ſhalbe the laſte. It may 
be that fine wits wil deſcant vpon him, that hauing no 
wit goeth about to make the Anatomy of wit: And cer 
teinly their ieſting in my mynd is tollerable. For if the 
butcher ſhould take vpon him to cut the Anatomy of a 
man, bicauſe he hath (kil in opening an Oxe, he would 
proue himſelf a Calfe: or if the Horſelech would aduẽ- 
ture to miniſter a Potion to a ſick patiEt, in that he hath 
knowledge to giue a drench to a diſeaſed Horſe , he 
would make himſelfe an Aſſe.

Js it poſſible to gather grapes of thoznes , oz 
figges of thiſtelles? 02 to cauſe any thinge to ſtriue a 
gainſt nature? 

But why go J about to pzayſe Nature, the whiche 
as yet was neuer any Jmpe ſo wicked e barbarous,a- 
1 ny Turke ſo vile and bzutiſh , any beaſt ſo dull and 
1 ſenceleſſe, that coulde, oz would, oz durſt diſp;ayſe oz 
1 contemne* Doth not Cicero conclude and allo we, that 
if we followe and obey Nature we ſhall neuer erre: 
Doth not Ariſtotle alleadge and confirme , that Na- 


ture frameth oz maketh nothing in any poynte rude, 
vapne, 
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bapne, and vnperfect? 

Nature was had in ſuch eſtimation and adunrati- 
on among the Veathen people, that ſhe was reputed ſoz 
the onely Goddeſſe in Heauen: If Nature then haue 
largely and bountefully endewed me with hir giftes, 
why deeme you me (6 bntoward and graceleſſe? If ſhe 
baue dealte hardely with me, wby extoll pou ſo mache 
my birth? If Nature beare no wap, wbp vſc you this 
adulation ? Af Rature wozke the effecte, what boteth 
any education? Jf Nature be of ſtrength oz fozce, what 
auatleth diſcipline 02 nuctare? If of none what hel- 
peth Nature? But lette theſe ſayings paſſe,as knowne 
cuidently and graunted to be true, which none can oz 
may deny unleſſe he be falſe, oz that he bes an enemye 
to humanitie. 

As touchinge my reſidence and abidinge here in 
Naples, my pouthly and luſty affections , my ſpoztes 
and pleaſures , my paſtimes , my common dalyaunce, 
my delyghtes , my reſozte and company, and compani⸗ 
ons, which dayly vie to viſite mee, althoughe to pou 
they bꝛeede moꝛe ſozrowe and care, then ſolace and 
comfozte, bicauſe of pour crabbed age: pet to mee they 
b2ing mc2e comfozte and iop, then care & artefe, moze 
bliſſe then bate,moze happines then heauines: bicauſe 
of my yonthfall gentlenes. Ether you would haue all 
men olve as you are,o2 els pou haue quite fozgotten 5 
vou pour ſelfe were poung oz euer knew young dapes: 
eyther in pour pouth ycu were a very vicious and vn⸗ 
godly man, o now being aged very ſuperſticious 4 des 
noute aboue meaſure, | 
Put pou no difference betwerne the veunge flourt- 
ſhinge Bape tra , and the olde withered Beeche 2 No 
kind2 of diſtinction betwene the waringe and the 
wayninge of the Pone : And betwene the 8

and the ſettinge of the Dunne? Doe pou meaſure the 
hotte aſſaultes of youth,by the colde ſkirmiſhes of age? 
whole veares art ſabren to moze infirmities then our 
vouth, we merry, por inelancholy,wee zealous in atfec⸗ 
tion, vou ielous in all your doinges, vou teſtie without 
cauſe, haſtte fe no guarrell. Pon tatetull, we care⸗ 
leſle, W bolde, you fearefull, we in all pointes contrary 
undo you and pe in all pointes bnlike vnto vs. 
Deing thcrefoze we ber repugnaunt rache to the other 
iu nature, wonlde pou haue vs alyke in qualpt ies: 
Tronlde yon haue one potton miniſtred to the bur⸗ 
ing euer, And to the colve Balſeyc 2 one playſter 
to an olde talue and a freſh woimde ? one ſalue foz all 
ſozts 2 dne ſauce fo2 all meates? No no Eubulus, but 
J will peelde to moze, then eyther J am bounde to 
graunte, epther thou able to pꝛoue: Suppoſe that 
which J neuer will belcue, that Naples is a canckred 
ſtozchonſe of all ſtrife, a common ſtewes foz all ſtrum⸗ 
pettes, the finke of ſhame , and the bery nurſe of all 
fin: (hall it therfoze follow of neceſſitie that all ; are 
woed of loue, ſhould be wedded to luſt , will you con- 
clude as it were ex conſequenti, that whoſoeuer ary- 
ueth heere ſhall be enticed to ſollye , and beeinge enti⸗ 
ctdiof foꝛce ſhallbe entangled? No, no, it is þ diſpoſition 
of the thought paltercth p nature ofp thing. The Dun 
chineth vppon the dungehill, and is not cozrupted, the 
Diamond lyeth in the fire, and is not conſumed, the 
Chꝛiſtall toucheth the Zoade, and ic not poyſoned, the 
birde Fiochilus lyueth by the mouth of the Crocodile 
and is not ſpopled, a perfecte wit is neuer bewirched 


„ with leaudenelle, nepther entiled with laſctuiofnclfe, 


Is it not common that the Folme trer ſpeingeth 
amidſt the Beach: That the Ture ſpꝛeadeth vppon the 
hard ſtones: Chat the ſofte fetherbed bꝛeketh the hard 
blade 2 If crperiener hatre not taughte you this, you 


haue lyucd long 4 lcarned !p!tle,02 i your mopſt bꝛaine 
baue 
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haue foꝛgot it, ou haue learned much and pꝛoflte d no⸗ 
thing, But it may be, that pou meaſure my affections, 
by pour owne fancies, and knowing your ſelfe either 
to (imple to rayſe the ſiege of pollycie, 02 to weake to 
reſiſt the aſſanlt by pzoweſle, you deeme me of as lyttie 
wit as pour ſelfe, 02 of leſſe fozce,epther of ſmall capa- 
citie, 02 of no courage. In m iudgement Eubulus,you 
ſhal aſſone catch a Hare with a Taber, as you ſhal per- 
ſwade pouth, with your aged g ouerwozn eloquence, to 
ſuch ſeneritte of lyfe, which as yet ther was neuer Sto- 
ycke ſo ſtrict, noz Ieſuite ſo ſuperſticious, neyther Vo- 
tarie ſo deuout, but would rather allow it in wozds the 
follow it in wozkes, rather talke of it then try it. Net- 
ther were you ſuch a @aint in your youth , that aban⸗ 
doning all pleaſures, all paſtimes , and dclyghts , pou 
would chuſe rather to ſacrifice the firſt fruites of pour 
lyfe to vayne holynecſle, then to pouthly affectrons, But 
as to the Fotnacke quatted with daynttes, all delptates 
ſteme queſte, and as he that ſarfetteth with wine v⸗ 
ſoth afterward to allay with water: So theſe olde hud⸗ 
dles hauing ouercharged their goꝛges with fancte, ac- 
compte all honeſt recreation meere follly, and hauinge 
taken a ſurfet of delyght,ſ@menow to ſauoꝛ it with de⸗ 
ſpight, @cing therefoze it is labour loſt fo: mee to per» 
ſwade you,and winde vaynely waſted fo2 you to exhozt 
me, here J founde pou and here J leaue pou, hauing 
neither bought noz ſolde with pou, but chaunged wars 
fo2 ware, if you haue taken lyttle pleaſure in my reply, 
ſure. Y am that by your counſatle J haue reaped leſſe 
p;ofit. They that vſe to ſteale honny, burne hemlocke 
to ſmohe the Bees from ther hiues , and it map bee, 
that to get ſome aduauntage of me, vou haue vſed theſe 
(mokie arguimentes,thincking thereby to (mother mes 
with the concept of ſtrong imagination: But as þ Ca- 
moellou thoughe he haue moſt guttes , dzaweth leaſt 
tbzcath 
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bꝛeath, oz as the Elder tree thoughe be bee fulleſt of 
pith, 1s fartheſt from ſtrength, ſo though pour reaſons 
ſeeme inwardly to pour ſelfe ſomewhat ſubſtantial, and 
pour perſwaſions pithie in pour owne cenceipte , pet 
beyng well wayed without, they be ſhadowes without 
ſubſtaunce, and weake without fozce. The Birde 
Fauras,hath a great vopce but a (mall body, the thun- 
der a greate clappe,yct but a lyttle tone, the emptic veſ- 
ſell gineth a greater ſownd , then the full barrcll . J 
meane not to apply it, but lone into pour ſelſe and pou 
ſhall certeinelp finde it, and thus J leane pou ſ&inge 

it, but were it not that my company tay my comming. 
J would ſurely helpe pou fo loke it, but J am calley 
hence by mp acquaintance. 


Fuphucs hauing thus ended his talke departed lea⸗ 
uing this olde gentleman in a great quandarie : who 
perteiuing that he was moze enclined to 
then to wiſedome, with a deepe ſigh the teares trickling 
downe his checkes, ſayde: Seeing thou wilt not buys 
counſell at the firſte hande god cheape , thou ſhalt buye 
repentaunce at the ſeconde hande , at ſuche an vnre- 
ſonable rate, that thou wilt curſe thy hard penpwazth, 
and banne thy hard hearte. And immediately de wente 
to his owne houle, heauily bewaylung the poung mans 
vnbappineſle. 


Pere re map beholde gentlemen, How lewbvly wit 
ſtandeth in dis owe lygbt, dowe be dameth no pennye 
god ſiluer but his owne, pzeferring the blolome befo2e 
the kruite, the budde befoze the lower, the greene blade 
befo2e the ripe care of cozne, his owne witte befoze all 
mens wiſedomes , Repther is that geaſon, ſg&ing fo; 
the moſt parte it is p2oper to all thoſe of Charpe capa- 
citie toefteeme of themſclues,as moſt pꝛoper:it one be 
dar de in concetuing , they pzonounce bun a dowlte , if 
gmen 
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giuen to ſtudy, they pꝛoclayme him a duns, if inerrye 
a teſter, if ſadde a Dain, if full of woꝛdes, a ſotte, if 
without ſpeach,a Cypher,if one argue with them bold⸗ 
lr. tden is de impudent. if coldely an innocent , if there 
be reaſoning of dwmitic, they cry, Quz ſupra nos m- 
hil ad nos, if of bhu matte, Sententias loquitur carni- 
tex, beareoff commeth ſuche greate familparitu bes 
twens the rypeſt wittes, when they ſhall ſ& the dyſ⸗ 
poſition the one of the other, the Sympathia of affecti- 
ans and as it were but a payze of ſhares to goe be- 
twerne theire natures, one flattereth an other in bys 
owne folly, and laxeth cuſhions vader the elbowe of 
bis fellowe , when ber ſath him take a nappe with 
fancie „ and as theire witte wzeſteth them to vice, 
ſo it fozgcth them ſome feate excuſe to cloake theire 
vanitie. 

To mich fuvie doth inforicate their bꝛapnes, fo? 
( (ape ther) althoughe pzon the moze it is bſed the 
bzighter if is, pet ſiluer with much wearing doth walt 
to nothing. though the Cammocke the moze it is bowed 
the better it ſerueth, pet the bow the moze it is bent x 
occupied, the weaker it wareth,though the Camomill , 
the moe it us trodden and downe, the moze u 
ſpzeadeth,vet the violet the oftner it his handled and 
touched, the ſoncr it withereth and decapeth , Be⸗ 
ſides thys,a fine wytte, a ſharpe ſence, a quicke vn⸗ 
der ſtanding, is able to atteine to moze in a moment 03 
a very little ſpace , then a dull and blockiſh heade ina 
month, the ſithe cutteth farre better and mother then 
the ſawe , the ware yoldeth better and ſoner fo ths 
ſcale, then the le to the Kampe oz hammer , the 
ſmooth + playne Bache is caſter to be carued and oc⸗ 
cupyped then the knattie Bore, Foz neyther is ther any 
fhing, but b hath his contraries:Such u I of 
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theſe nouiſes that thincke to haue learning without la⸗ 
bour, and trealure without trauaple,epther not vnder⸗ 
ſtanding 02 els not remembzing, that the fineſt edge 
is made with the blunt whetſtone, and the faireſt Jes 
well faſhion cd with the barde hammer. J go not about 
(gentlemen)to inuctgh againſt wit, los then J wer wits 
leſſe, but frankely fo confeſſle mine owne Iyttle wit, J 
haue cucr thought ſo ſuper ſticiouſip of wit, that J fcare 
7 haue comnutted Idolatry agapnſt wiſedome, and if 
Nature had dealte ſo benefictallp with me to hane gi⸗ 
uen me anp wit, J ſhould haue bene readper in the de⸗ 
fence of it to haue made an Apologie. then any way to 
tourne to Apoſtacte : But this J note, that ſoz the moſt 
part they ſtande ſo on their pantuffies, that thep be ſe- 
cure of perills, obſtinate in their owne opinions, im- 
patient of labour, apte to concetue w2ong, credulons to 
bcleeue the wozſt, ready to ſhake off their olde acquain- 
taunce without cauſe, and to condempne them without 
colour: All which humozs are by ſomuch the moze ca- 
ſicr to box purged, by howe much the leſſe they daue 
ene, the unnewes: But retourne we agapne to Lus 
lues. 
f Fuplies hauing ſoiourned by the ſpace of two mo- 
neths in Naples, whether be were mouet by the cours 
teſie of a young gentleman named Philautus, oz infoz- 
ted by deſſtemie: whether bis pzegnant wit, oz his plea- 
ſaunt conceits wꝛought the greater liking in the minde 
of Euphues I know not fe certeyntie: But Luphuecs 
ſbewed ſuch entpꝛe louc towards him, that be ſamed 
to make ſmall accompt of any others, determining to 
enter into ſuch an inniolable league of fricndſhip with 
him, as nepther time by pacemcale ſhould empatte, nci⸗ 
ther fanctc vtterlp diſſolue, ne: any ſuſpition infringe, 
F haue red (ſaith he) and well I bela ue 1t,that a fend 
Vin p2cſpcritie a pleaſure , a ſolate in atuciſifie , in 
gie 
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griefe a comfo2r,im top a merrye componrien af all times 
an other J, in all places Þ erpzcfle (mag of unne cwne 
perſom:mſounuch that J cannot rell, uuctter the imaie3s 
tall Oeds haut beſtowed an git vpon mo. all men, ei⸗ 
ther moꝛs noble o moge neteſlarp, then frienvſhip . 38 
ther any thing in the wozld to be reputed( I will nat lay 
compared)to ſrienoſhip: Can any treaſure in ttis trans 
ſitozte pilgrimage, be of moe vale we then a friend : in 
whoſe boſome thou mailt ape ſecure without frare, 
whom thon maiſt make partner of all thy ſecrcts with- 
out ſuſpition of fraude, and pertaker of all thy miſfoz- 
tune without meſtruſt of flaxting, who will accompt thy 
bale his bane,thy miſhap his miſery, the pzicking of thy 
finger,the pet cing of his heart. But whether am J cars 
ried? Bane I not alſo learned that one ſhoulde cate a 
buHell of ſalt with him, whom he meantth to make his 
friend? that tryall m-keth truſt: that there is fa!ſhod in 
fellowſhip? and what then? Doth not the ſympathy of 
manners, make the contunction of mindes ? Is it not a 
by word, like will to e: Not ſo common as commen- 
dable it is. to ſa young gentiemen choſe — ſuch kriends 
with whom they may ſer me being abſent to be p2eſent, 
being a ſunder to be tonuerſant, baing dead to be aline, 
J will-therefoze haue Phitaatus fog my phere , and by 
ſo much ide moe I mae my ſelfe ſure to have Philau - 
tuo hy how much the moze I view in hun the truely 4, 
maqe ot Huphucs. 

Mthyongh there ber none ſo ignoꝛaunt that doth not 
know, neither any ſo impudent that will not confeſſe, 
fricnoſh m to der the ie well of hnmatne tore : pet whoſo- 
tutr te tuts entre grounded vpon a little affeai- 
on, wilt ſene contectare that it ſhall be diſſo/ued bpon 
a light vecaſiontas in the ſequele of Fuphues 4 Philaus 
tus you ſhali ſe, whoſe hot loue wared ſone colde. oz 
as þ belt wine doth make þ ſharpeſt 8 þ di_el 
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loue tcurneth to the deadlieſt hate. Who delerued the 
moſt blame in mine opinton, it is doubtful. e ſo difficult, 
that J dare not pꝛeſume to giue berdit. Foz lone being 
8 cauſe foz which ſo many miſchtefes haue ben attemp⸗ 
ted, am not pet perſwaded , whether ol the was moſt 
to be blamed, but certemly neither of them was blame ⸗ 
leſle. J appeale to pour iudgement gentlemen, not that 
I thincke any of you of p like diſpoſition, able to decide 
the queſtion but beeing of deeper diſcretion then J am, 
are moꝛe fit to debate the quarrell. Though ; diſcourſe 
of their fricndſhip and falling out be ſomewhat long, 
yet being ſomewhat ſtraunge, J bope the dclightfnlnes 
of the one, will attenuate the tediouſnelle of the other. 

Euphues had continuall acceſſe to the place of Lu- 
lautus and no little fanultaritie with bum, and finding 
bum at conuenient leaſure, in theſe host termes vnfol- 
ded his minde vnto him, 

Gentleman and friend, the triall J haue had of thy 
manners,cutteth off divers termes which to an other 1 
would haue vſed in the like matter, And ſithens a long 
diſcourſe argueth folly, and delicate wozds incurre the 
ſuſpition of flattery,J am determined to vſe neither of 
them, knowing either of them to bꝛerde offence, Ways 
ing with my ſelſe the fo:ce of friendſhip by the effects, 
I ſludied euer ſince my firſt comming to Naples to ens 
ter league with (ach a one, as might direct my Neps be⸗ 
ing a ſtraunger, t reſemble my manners being a ſchol⸗ 
ler, the which two qualities as I finde in pou able to (as 
tiſfte my deſire,ſo J hope J ſhall finde a hearte in pou 
willing to accompliſh my requeſt, Which if J may ob- 
tein, aſſure your ſelſe Þ Damon to his Pythias, Pylades 
to his Oreſtes, Titus to his Gylippus, Iheſeus to his 
Pyrothus, Scipio to his Lælius, was ncuer ſolid moze 
fait full then Fuphlues will be to his Philautus. ' 

Fhilautus by how much the leſle her loked foz thys 
vilcourle 
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diſcourſe. by ſo much the moꝛe he liked it, ſoʒ he ſaw all 
qualities buth of body t munde in Euphucs, vnto whom 
de replyrd as followeth, 

Friend kuphues (ie ſo pour talke warranteth me to 
terme pou I dare neither vſe a lung pꝛoce ſſe, neither los 
ning (peach,lcalt vawittingly J ſhculd cauſe pou to cho 
nince me of thoſe thinges, which pou haue alredy cons 
demned, And verily J am bolde to pꝛeſume vpon pour 
curteſteFince pou pour ſelt haue vſed ſo little curioſitie, 
perſwaduig my ſelfe,that my ihoꝛt ani were wil wozke 
as great an effect in pou, as pour few woꝛds did in me. 
And ſæing we reſemble(as you ſay)cach other in qualt- 
ties, it cannot be that the one ſhou!d differ from þ other 
in curteſte, ſeeing the ſincere affenton of the minde,can- 
not be exrp2eſſed by the mouth, e that no arte can vnfolve 
þ entire laue of the heart, J am earncſtly to beſ&ch you 
not to meaſure the firmeneſe of my faith, by the fewnes 
of my wozdes,bat rather thincke that the oucrflowing 
waues of god will leaue no paſſage fo: many words. 
Trya'l ſhall pzone truſt, here is mp hand my hrart, my 
lands and my lyfe at thy comaundement: Thou maiſt 
well percetue that J did beleeve the. that ſo fone I dyd 
loue tha and I bope thou wilt tye rather loue me, in 
that J did beleene the, 

After many emb2acings# pꝛoteſtatiens one to an 0- 
ther they walked to dinner, where they wanted neither 
meate,nerther Muſicke, neither any other paſtime,4 ha- 
ning banqueted,to digeſt their ſweet confenions, they 
daunced all-p afternone,they vied not onely one bo2d, 
but one bedoe,one boke/1fſo be it they thought not one 
to many.) Their friendſhip angmented tuery day,inſo- 
much » the one could not refraine þ company of þ other 
one minute, all things went in comon betweene them, 
which all men accompted comendable. Þh1laurus being 
a towne bone childe, both fo; 7 owne n 
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the great countenaunce whiche his Father had whyle 
he liued, crepte into credite with Don Ferardo one of 
the chiefe gouernours of the citte, who although he bad 
a courtly crewe of gentle women ſotourning in bis pal- 
lace, vet his daughter heire to bis whole reuenews,ſtati, 
ned the beautie of them all, whoſe modeſt baſhfulneſſe 
cauſed the other to loke wanne fo2 ennie, whoſe lulpe 
choekes dyed with a Aermillion redde made the reſt to 
bluſhe at hir beautie. Fo2 as the fincſf Rabie, ſays 
neth the conlour of the teſt that bee in place, o2 as the 
Sunne dunmeth the Pone,that ſhe cannot ba diſcer⸗ 
ned, ſo this gallant gyꝛle moze faire then fs:tunate, 
and pet moze foztunate then faithfull , eclipſed the 
beautie of them all, and chaunged their cculours , 
Unto hir had Philautus accefie , who wanne hir by 
right of lone , and ſhoulve haue wo2ne hir by riabt of 
lawe,had not kuphues by ſtraunge deftente bꝛoken the 
bondes of marriage, and fozbioden the banes of Pa- 
trimonie. 

It happened y Don Ferardo had ottaſton to go to Ve- 
nice about certein his own aftaires,tcauing his daugh⸗ 
ter the onely ſteward of his houſhoulde, who ſpared not 
to feaſt Philautus hir friend, with al kindes of delights F 
delicates, reſeruing onelp hir honeſtie as the chiefe ſtay 
of hir honovr, Vir father being gon ſhe ſent foꝛ hir friend 
to ſupper, who came not as he was accuſtomed ſolitari⸗ 
ly alone, but accompanied with his friende Euphues. 
The Gentlewoman whether it were fo2 nycenc (ſe 02 
fo! niggardneſſe of curteſte \, gaue bym ſuche a colde 
welcome that he repented that he was come. 

Euphues thoughe hee knewe hunſelfe woꝛthy eue⸗ 
ry way to haue a god tountenaunte, pet coulde hee not 
percetue hir willinge any wap to lende Lym a friend⸗ 

ly lolte. At the laſt ſupper beeing readpe te come m, 


Plulautus ſayde vnto hir: Gentlewoman J was the 
bolder 
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bolder to bzinge my ſhadowe with me, (meaning Eu. 
phues) knowing that he ſhould be the better welcome 
foz my ſake , vnto whome the gentilwoman replye : 
Sy; as J neuer when J ſawe you thought that you 
came without your ſhadow , ſo now J cannot a lyttie 
meruaile to ſz you ſo ouerſhot in bꝛinging a new ſhas 
bow w you, Fuphues though he perceiued hir cop nippe, 
ſermed not to care foz it, but taking hir by y hand ſapd. 
Fayze Lady ſeing the ſhade doth often ſhilde pour 
beautie from the parching Sunne, J hope pou will the 
better eſteme of the ſhadowe , and by ſo much the leſſe 
it ought to be offencine , by how much the lelle it is a⸗ 
ble to offende you, and by ſo much the moze pou ought 
to lyke it, by how much the moze you vſe to lye in it. 
Well gentleman aunſwered Lucilla in arguing of 
the hadowe, we koꝛgoe the ſubſtance: pleaſeth it pou 
therefoze to (if downe fo ſupper . And ſo they all (ate 
do one, but Euphues fed of one diſh which euer ſtove 
befoze dim, the beautie of Lucilla. 
Pere Euphues at the firſte ſight was ſo kyndled 
with deſyze,that almoſt he was lpke fo burn to coales, 
Supper being ended, the ozder was in Naplcs that the 
gentle women would deſire to heare ſome diſcourſe, ei⸗ 
ther concerning loue oz learning: And although Phi» 
lautus was requeſted, yet he poſted it ouer to Euphues, 
whome be knew moſt fit fo that purpoſe ; Euphues 
being thus tyed to the ſtake by their impoztunate in⸗ 
treatie, began as followeth. 
Ve that wozlk may is alwaye enfo:ced to holde the 
tandell, the weakeſt muſt ſtill to the wall, where none 
will, the Diucll himſelfe maſt beare the croſſe: But 
were it not genflewomen that your lyſte Candes foz 
lawe , J would bozrow ſomuche leaue as fo reſigne 
mne office to one of you, whoſe experience in loue hath 
made you learned, and whoſe 2 hath * 
uy, 
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fo lonely: fo: me fo entreate of the one being a nauiſe, 
oz to diſcourſe of the other being a trewant, map wel 
make pou weary but neuer the wyſer, and giue you oc⸗ 
caſton rather to laugh at my raſhneſſe, then to lyke my 
reaſons, Pet J care the leſte to excuſe my boldnelle to 
von, who were the cauſe of my blyndenelle.

It hath bene a queſtion often diſpufed,but neuer de- 
termined , whether the qualittes of the mpnde , 02 the 
compoſition of the man, cauſe women molt to lpke , 0; 


whether beautie oz witte moue men moſt fo loue, Cer 


tes by how much the moꝛe the mynde is fo be pꝛeler⸗ 
red befoze the body, by ſo much the moꝛe the graces of 
the one are to be pꝛeferred befoze the gifts of the other, 
which if it be ſo, that the contemplation of the inwarde 
qualitie ougbt to be reſpected moze , then the view of 
the outward beautie, then doubfleſſe women eyther doe 
oꝛ ſhould lone thoſe beſt whoſe vertue is beſt, not mea⸗ 
ſuring the defoꝛmed man with the rekozmed mynde. 
The foule Toade hathe a fay2e ſtoane in his head, the 
fine goulde is founde in the filthy earth, the l warte ker⸗ 
nell lyeth in the hard ſheil , Aertue is harboꝛed in the 
heart of him that moſt men eſterme miſſhapen, contra⸗ 
rywiſe if we reſpec moꝛe the autward ſhape, then the 
inwarde habit. god God into how many miſchiefes dog 
we fall? into what blyndeneſſe are we ledde? Doe we 
not commonly ſee that in paynted pottes is hidden the 
deadlyeſt poyſon ? that in the greeneſt graſle is the grea⸗ 
teſt Serpent: in the cleereſt water the valyeſt Toabez 
Doth not experience teach vs that in the moſt curious 
Sepu'chze are enctoſed rotten bones? That the Cy⸗ 
pꝛeſſe tree beareth a fapze leafe but no fruite? That the 
Eſtridge 
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Eſtridge carryeth fapꝛe fethers,but rancke fleſh ? Yow 
franticke are thoſe louers which are carryed away with 
the gape gliſter ing of the fine face ? the beantie wher 
of is parched with the Sommers blaſe, 4 chipped with 
the winters blaſt, which is of ſo ſhozt continuance that 
it fadeth befoze one perceine it floꝛiſbe, of ſo ſmall pꝛo⸗ 
fit that it popſoneth thoſe that poſſeſſe it, o ſo little va⸗ 
lue with the wyſe, that they accompt it a delicate bayte 
with a deadly hoke, a ſwerte Panther with a deuouring 
paunch, a ſower popſon in a ſiluer potte. Here J colde 
enter into diſcourſe of ſuch fpne dames as being in loue 
with they2 owne lokes, make ſuche courſe accompt of 
they: paſſionate louers: foꝛ comonly if they be adoꝛned 
with beautie, they be ſo ſtraight laced, and made ſo high 
in the inTeppc,that they diſdaine them moſt that moſt 
deſy2e them. Jt is a wozlde to ſœ the doating of they? 
loners,and they? dealing with them, the reucaling of 
whoſe ſubtil trames would cauſe me fo ſhead teares, 
vou gentle women to ſhut pour modeſt earcs , Pardon 
me gentle women ik J vnfold every wyle, s ſhew euer 
wꝛinckle of womens diſpoſitton, Two thinges do they 
cauſe their ſeruants to vow vnto them, ſecrecie, 4 ſoue⸗ 
raignticy þ one to conteale their entiſing lleights, by the 
other to aſſure themſelues of their onelp ſeruice. Again, 
but ho there, if J ſhold haue waded any further 4 ſown- 
ded the depth of their deceipt, J ſhould either haue pꝛo⸗ 
cured pour diſpleaſure, oꝛ incurred Þ ſuſpition of frawd, 
eyther armed pon to p2actiſe the like ſubteltie, oꝛ accuſed 
my ſelf of periurp. But J mean not to offend pour chaſt 
mynds, w the reherſal of their vnchaſt manners, whoſe 
eares J perteiue to alowe, and heartes to be græued at 
that which J haue already vttered, not that amongeſt 
pou there be any ſuch, but that in pour ſexe ther ſhould 
be any ſuch . Let not gftleweme therfoꝛe make to much 
of their paynted ſheathe, lette r not be ſo 3 
ui. 
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in theyꝛ awne conceite, oꝛ ſo curriſhe to they: lopall lo- 
uers. When the blacke crowes fote ſhall appeare in 
theyz eye. oʒ the blacke Ore treade on their fote, when 
their beautie ſhall be lyke the blaſted Koſe , theyz 
wealth waſted, their bodies wozne, theyz faces wzincks 
led, their fynaers croked, who will lyke of them in their 
age, who loued none in their youth : Jf you will be 
cheriſhed when pou be olde, be curteous while pou be 
poung, il you loke foz comfozt in your hoary haires, be 
not cope when pou haue pour golden lockes, if you 
would be emb2aced in the wayningof pour bꝛauerp, de 
not ſquepmiſh in the waring of your beautte,if you de⸗ 
ſpꝛe to be kept lyke the Koſes when they haue loſte 
theyz coulour, ſmell ſwete as the Roſe doth in the bud, 
if you would be taſted foz olde wyne, be in the mouth 
a pleaſant Orape, ſo ſhall you be cheriſhed foz your cur s 
teſie, comfoꝛted foz your honeſtte,embzaced foꝛ pour as 
mitte , ſo ſhall you be pzeſerued with the warte Roſe, 
and dꝛoncke with the pleaſant wyne. Thus farre J am 
bolde gentlewomen,to counſell thoſe that be cope that 
they weaue not the webbe of theyz owne woe, no2 ſpin 
the thzc&d of their owne th2aldome by their owne oucr 
thwartneſſe . And ſeing we are euen in the bowells of 
loue, it ſhall not be amiſſe to examine whether man 02 
woman be ſonelt allured, whether be moſt conſtant the 
male oꝛ the female. And in this poynt J meane not to be 
myne owne caruer, leaſt J ſhould ſeeme epther to picks 
a thanke with men 02 a quarrel with women. Jf ther- 
foʒe it might ſtande with pour pleaſure (Piltres Lucil⸗ 
la) to giue your cenſure J would take the contrarp, fo 
{ure J am though pour iudgement be ſounde, pet affec- 
tion will ſhadow it. 
Lucilla ſeing his pꝛetente thought to take aduaun⸗ 
tage of his large pꝛofer, vnto whome ſhe ſapde. Oentle⸗ 
man in myne opinion Women are to be wonne with

And J would yp gentlemen here pꝛeſent wer as ready to 
credit my pzofe,as þ gentlewomen are willing to heare 
their own pꝛapſes, oꝛ J as able to ouercome,as Piltres 
Lucilla would be cotent to be ouerthꝛoton, how ſo euer 
the matter ſhall fall out, am of the ſurer ſpde, foz if 
my reaſons be weake,then is our (cre ſtronge, if foꝛcy⸗ 
ble, then pour iudgement ferble, if J fynde truth on my 
ſyde,J hope J ſhall foz my wages win the god will of 
women, ik J want pꝛofe, then gentle women of necel⸗ 
ſitie you muſt pelde to men. But to the matter. 

Touching the velding to loue, albeit thep2 hartes 
ſxme tender, yet they harden them lyke the ſtone of 
Sicilia, the which the moze it is beaten,the harder it is, 
foꝛ being framed as it were of the perfection of men, 
they be fre from all ſuch cogitations as may any wap 

zouoke them to vncleaneneſſe., inſomuch as they ab⸗ 
hozre the light loue of youth which is grounded vpon 
luſt,x diſſolued vpon euerp light occaſton. When they 
ſe the folly of men turne to furp, their delight to doting, 
they2 affection to frenſie, when they ſe them as it were 
pyne in pleaſure, and to ware pale thzough they; owne 
peeuiſhneſſe, their ſutes, their ſeruice, thepꝛ letters, they 
labozs, their loues, thepꝛ lpues, ſ@me to them ſo odi⸗ 
ous, that they hardon theyz hartes againſt ſuch concus 

C. v. piſcence, 
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pilcence,to the ende they might couert them from raſh- 
neſſe to rcaſon , from ſuch lewoe diſpoſition , to honeſt 
diſcretion : hercoſt it commeth that men accuſe women 
of crueltic,b:cauſe they theniſ:lues want cunlitie, they 
accompt them {ull of wyles in not pelding to their wic⸗ 
keoneſſs,faythletſc fo2 reſiſting their kylthineſſe. But J 
had almoſt foꝛgot my ſelfe, you ſhall pardon mee Mi⸗ 
ſtreſle Lucilla fo2 this time, if this abzuptly, J finiſh 
my dilcourſe, it is nepther foz want of nod wil, oz; lacke 
of pꝛoſe. but that I fale in my (elfe ſuch alteration, that 
J can ſcarcely vtter one woꝛd, ah Eupheus, Euphues, 

Tye gentlewomen were ſtroke into ſuch a quanda⸗ 
rie with this ſodayne chaunge, that they all chaunged 
toulour. But Euphues taking Philautus by the hande 
and giuing the gentlewomen thanckes fo2 their pati⸗ 
ence and his repaſt, badde them all fare-well,and went 
immediatlp to bis chamber. But Lucilla who now bes 
gan to frie in the flames of loue, all the company ber. 
ing departed to their lodgings, entred into theſe termes 
and contrarietics, 

Ah wzetched wench Lucilla how art thou perplex⸗ 
ed: what a doubtfull fight doſt thou feele betwirt faith 
and fancte*hope 2 feare ? conſcience and concupiſcence? 
O my kuphnes, lyttle voſt thou know the ſodayne loz⸗ 
row that J ſuſtapne fo2 thy ſwerte ſake. Whoſe witte 
bath bewitched me, whoſe rare qualpties haue dep21- 
ued me of mine olde gualytie, whoſe courteous behaut- 
our without curtoſitie, whoſe comelp feature without 
fault, whoſc tyled ſpeach without fraude, hath wzap- 
ped me in this miſfo2tune. And canſt thou Lucilla be ſo 
light of loue in foꝛſaking Phil utus to ſtpe fo Euphues? 
canſt thou pꝛefer a ſtraunger befo2e thy tountryman : 
ſtarter befoꝛe thy companion: M hy f up ues doth per⸗ 
bappes deſyꝛe my loue,but Pllaztus hath deſerued it. 
Uhr Luphucs feature is wozthy as god as J, But 
Plulautus 
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Philautus his fapth is wozthy a better. J but the late 
ter loue is moſte ferucnt , J but the firſte ought to be 
moſt faythfull. 4 but Euphues bath greater perſecion. 
I but Yhilautus bath deper affection, 

Ah fonde wench, doſte thou thincke Fuphues will 
deme the conſtant to hun, when thou haſt bene vncon- 
Tant to his friende? Manet thou that he will haue 
no miſtruſt of thy faithfulneſſe, when he hath had try⸗ 
all of thy fycklenefſe? Will he haue no deubt of thyne 
honour , when thou thy ſclfe calleſt thyne honeſtie in 
queſtion ? Pes, yes, Lucilla, well dothe he know that 
the glaſſe once craſcd will with the leaſte clappe be 
cracked, that the cloath which ſtaineth with Pylke, 
will ſone loſe his coulour with vineger, that the Cas 
gles wynge will waſt the fether as well of the Pher⸗ 
nix, as of the Pheaſant , that ſhe that bath bene fayth⸗ 
lee to one, will neuer be fapthfull to any. But can Eu⸗ 
phucs ,conuince me of flœtinge, ſe ing fog his ſake J 
bꝛeake wy fidelitic ? Can he condemne me of dillopal⸗ 
tie, when he is the onelp canſe of my diſlpking 2 Paye 
he iuſtiyp condemne me of trecherpe, who bath this te⸗ 
i monp as tryall of my god will : Doth not he res 
member that the bzoken boane once ſette together, is 
Uronger then euer it was:?

with reaſonable creatures, 

The filthy Dow wben ſhe is ſicke, catech the Dea

And as p Adamant dzaweth 
the heatiy vꝛon, the harpþ fleet Dolphin, ſo beauty ally- 
reth the chaſt minde to loue, the wileſt wit to luſt: The 
whereof J would it were no leſle pꝛoſltable th 
þ erperifce to me is liketo be perilous, The vine wat⸗

If therfoge-Philautus;# canſt fet but this fether to mine 
arrow,y Walt ſe me that (onere,ythou wilt accopt me 
fo; a cunning Archer; Jud verily if I had not loued ther 
wel, à wold hang ſwal oled mine own ſoꝛrow in ſlẽce, 
knowing v in loue nothing is ſa daũger ous, as to pertiti

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that courteſie at thy handes; which carft thou divdeft 


pꝛomiſe with thy heart, the perfourmaunce whereof 
ſhall binde mee to Philautus, and pꝛoue the faithfull 


to Euphues. 

D Philautus thincking all to bee golde that glittered, 
and all to bee goſpeti that Euphues vttered, aunſwered 
his foꝛged aloaſe with this friendly cloaſe; ' © 

In that thou half made me pꝛiuie to toy pourpoſe, 
I will not conceale my pꝛactiſe, in that thou craueſt my 
aide, aſſure thy ſelfe J wil be the finger next the thambe, 
inſomuch as thou ſhalt neuer repent ther of the one oz 
the other. Concerning Liuia though ſhe ber faire, yet 
is ſher not {9 amiable as my Lucilla, whoſe ſeruaunt 3 
haue bene the tearme of thꝛee peares, but leaſt compa- 
riſons ſhoulde ſeeme odtous,chiefly where both the par⸗ 
ties be without compariſon, J. will omit that, and ſe- 
ing that we had both rather be talking wypth them, 
then tatling of them, wee will ummediatly goe to them. 

And truely Euphues J am not a little gladde, that J 
ſhall haue thie,not onely a comfoꝛt in my lite, but alſo 
a companion in ip loue:As thou haſt bene wiſe in thy 
choice, ſo J hope thou ſhalt be foztunate in thy chaunce, 

Liuia is a wench of moze witte then beautie, Lucilla 

of moze beautie then witte, both of moze honeſtpe 
then honoure, and pet both of ſuche honoure, as in 
all Naples there is not one in birthe , to bee compa- 
red wyth any of them both. Howe much therefoze 
haue we to retopce in our choice : Touchinge our 
acceſſe bed thou ſecure-,'Þ will flappe Ferardo in the 
mouth with: ſome concepte, and fill! his elde heade 
ſo full of newe fables that thou ſhalt rather ber ear⸗ 

neſtly entreated to repaire to his houſe , then euyll 

entreated to leaue it. As olde men are very ſulpt- 

tious ta miſtruſte euerye thinge , ſo are they ver pe 


rredulous to belcue any thinge, the blinde man doth

eate many a lp, vea, but ſayd Evphues take hade my 
Philautus, that thou thy ſelfe ſwallow not a gudgen, 
which woꝛd Philautus did not marke, vntill he had al⸗ 
molt digeſted it. But ſaid kuphucs,let vs goe deuoutly 
to the ſh ine of our Sainas there to offer our deuoti⸗ 
on, to the which Fophues conſented willingly, ſmiling

Meere you may le gentlemen the falſhod in felow⸗ 
ſhip,the fraude in frienvdſhip,the painted ſheth with the 
leaden dagger, p faire woꝛds that make foles faine,but 
J wilt not trouble you with ſuperfluous addition vnto 
whom J feare mee J haue bene tedious, with the bare 
diſcourſe of this rude hiſtozie. ir 


Philautus and Euphues repatred to the houſe of Fe- 
rardu, wuhere they found iſtres Lucilla and Liuia at- 
tompanied with other gentlewomen neither beeing idle; 
noꝛ well employed, but plaping at cardes, But"whet 
Lucilla beheld Euphues the could ſcarcely containe hr 
ſelfe from embzacing him, had not womanly ſhamefaſt; 
neſſe, and Philautus his pʒeſente ſtaped hir wiſdome. 
EkEuphues on the other ſide was fallen into ſuch a 
trance, that he had not the power either to ſnecout him⸗ 
ſeifc, o2 ſalute the gentlewomen. At the laſt Lucilla hs⸗ 
gan as one that beſt might be bolde, on thus manner. 


Gentlemen although pour longe abſence gaue mk 
occaſton to thincke that pou dbiſlike d your late entertain⸗ 
ment, vet pour comming at the laſt hath cut off my foꝛ⸗ 
mer fuſpition : And by lo much the moge you are wel⸗ 
come by how much the moze pou were wiſhed foz, Eut 
pon gentleman(taking Euphues by the hande)were the 


rather wiſhed fo2,foz that pour diſtourſe being leſt vn⸗ 
£.1uy. perfect 
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Euphues. 


— — vs all to long (as women are wont foz 
things that like them) to haue an ende thercoff . Unto 
whom Philautus replyed as followeth, 

Miſtres Lucilla thoughe pour courfeſtc made vs 
nothing to doubt of our welcome, yet modeſtpe cau⸗ 
ſed vs to pinch courteſie who ſhoulde firſt come, as foz 
my friende J thincke her was neuer wiſhed foz herre 
ſo carneſtly of any as of hymſelfe, whether it might 
ber to renewe his talke oꝛ to recant his ſayinges , J 
cannot tell. But whileſt hee was pet ſpeakinge Ferar- 
do entered, whome they all duetifully welcomed home, 
who rounding Philautus in the care, deſired hym fo ac⸗ 
company hun unmcdiatly without farther panſinge, 
pꝛoteſting it ſhoulde bee as well fo2 his pꝛeferment as 


_ fo2 his owne p2ofite . Philautus conſentinge, Ferardo 


ſayd to his daughter. 

Lucilla the vznent affaires I haue in bande, wpll 
ſcarce ſuffer me to tarrye wyth vou one houre, pet mp 
retourne J hope will ber ſo ſhozt, that my abſence 
ſhall not bꝛede thy ſozrowe: In the meane ſeaſon Y 
commit all thinges into thy cuſtody wiſhing ther to vie 
thy accuſtomable conrteſie , And ſeinge J mult take 
Philautus wpth me, J will be ſo bolde to craue pon 
gentleman ( his friende ) to ſupplye his rome deſiring 
you to take this haſtye warninge fo2 a hartye webs 
come and ſo to ſpende this time of mine abſence in ho⸗ 
neſt mirth. And thus J leaue yon, 

Philautus knewe well the cauſe of this ſodapne 
departure, which was to redeme certeine landes that 
were moꝛgaged in his Fathers time to the vſe of Fe- 
rardo who on that condition had befoꝛe time pꝛomp⸗ 
ſed him his daughter in marriage. But retourne wee 
to Euphaecs, 

Fuphues was ſuppziſed with ſuch increadible iope 
at this ſtraunge euent, that hee had almoſt ſounded, lo 


ſwing 
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ſering bis coꝛpuall to be departed, and Ferardo to gyue 
hun ſo fricndly entertamment, doubted not in time to 
get the god wyll of L ucilla: Mhome findinge in place 
conuentent without company, with a bolde courage and 
tomelp geſture, be began to ailay hir in this ſozr, 


Gentlewoman, my acquaintaunce being ſo little, I 
am afraide my crcdite will bee lelle, oz that they coms 
monly are ſ@neſt bel&ued!, that are beſt belvued , and 
they liked beſt, whome we haue knowne longeſt,neuers 
thelelle the noble minde ſulpegeth no guile wythont 

caaſe, neither condenineth any wight wythout pots, 
hauing therefoze notiſe of your hcropcall teart, J am 
the better perſwadcd of my godhap, So it is [acilla, 
that coming to Naples but to fetch fire, as the by wozy 
is, not to make my place of abode, J haue founde ſuch 
flames that J can neither quench them wyth the way 
ter of free will, nexther cole them -wyth. wiſcdome , 
Fo2 as the Hoppe the poale beetng neuer ſo bye grows 
eth to the ende, 02 as the d2ye 1Beche kindled at the 
rote, neuer leaueth vntill it come to the toppe, oz as 
one dꝛoppe of popſon diſperſeth it ſelle into cuerpe 
baine, ſo affedion hauinge caught holde of my hearte, 
and the ſparkles of loue kindled myliuer, wyll ſo⸗ 
deinely , thoughe ſecretlpe flame vp into my beade; 
and ſpꝛeade it ſelfe info cuerye ſinewe. It is your 
beantie ( pardon my abzupte boldenelle) Ladpe that 
hath taken euery part of mer pꝛiſoner, and bꝛought me 
to this derpe diltreſſe, but ſceinge women when one 
pꝛaiſeth them fo2 their deſertes, dame that ho flats 
tereth them to obteme his deſire , J am here pꝛeſent 
to pelde my ſelle to ſuch tryall,as your courteſie in this 
behalle hall require: Pet will you comonly obtec this 
to ſuch as ſerue you 4 ſterue to wirne pour god wil. that 
hot laue is lone tolde, that the Bauin though it bourne 
D. uiij. bzight, 
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height, is but a blaze, that ſcaldinge water if if fame 
a white tourneth almoſt to yſe,that pepper Gough it be 
hot in the mouth is colde in the mawe, that the faith of 
men thongh it frye in their wozdes, uf freeſeth in theire 
wozks : Which things (Lucilla)albeit they be ſufficient 
to repꝛoue the lightneſſe of ſome one, pet can it not con- 
uince euer one of lewdenes, neither ought the conffan- 
tie of all, to be bzought in queſtion thꝛough the ſabtiltie 
ofa fewe , Fo2 although the wozme entereth almoſt in⸗ 
to enery wode,yet he eateth not the Ceder tre: 

Mhough the ſtone Cylindrus at enery thunder clappe, 
cowle from the hill, yet the pure lake tone monnteth 
at the noyſe , though the ruſt fret the harveſt ſterle, yet 
doth it not eate into the Emeraulde, though Polypus 
chaunge his hew, pet þ Salamander kepeth his conlour, 
though Proteus tranſſozme htmſclfe into cuery ſhape, 
vet Pygmalion retaineth his olde fozme , though Ae⸗ 
neas were fo fickle to Dido, pet Troylus was fo 
faithfnll to Cræſsida, thonghe others ſewme counter⸗ 
faite in their derdes, yet Lucilla perſwade pour ſelfe 
fhat Euphues will bee alwayes curraunt in his dea- 
linges . But as the true golde is tryed by the fouch, 
the pure flinte by the ſtroke of the pꝛon, ſo the lopall 
heart of the faithfull louer, is knowen by the tryall of 
bis Lady: of the which trpall ( Lucilla ) if pou ſhall 
accompte Euphues wozthy , aſſure pour ſelfe, her wyll 
bee as readie to offer himſelfe a ſacrifice foz yeur ſweet 
ſake,as pour ſelfe ſhall bee willmge to emplope bym 
in yonr ſeruice. Nepther voth hee deſire to ber truſted 
any way, vntill he ſhall be tried cuery way neither doth 
her crane credife at the firſt, but a god countenaunce til 
lime his deſire ſhall be made manifeſt by bys deſertes. 
Thus not blynded by lyght affeaion,but dazeled with 
your rare perfection, and boldened by pour creeeding 
courteſie, J haue vnfolded'mine entire loue, deſiring 

pou 
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you hauing fo god leaſure, to giue ſo friendly an aun⸗ 
ſwere, as J map receiue comtozte, and pon commens 
dacion. | 


Lucilla althongh ſhe were contented to heare this 
deſired diſcourſe, yet did ſhee ſeeme to bee ſomewhat 
dilpleaſed : And truely J know not whether it bee pe⸗ 
calyar to that (cx to duſſemble with thoſe, whome they 
molt veſire,oz whether by craft they haue learned out- 
wardely to loath that, which inwardely they moſt lone: 
pet wiſely did ſhe caſt this in hir head, that if ſhe ſhon'd 
pte lde at the firſt aſault he woulde thinke bir a lyght 
buſwife, if ſhe ſhould retec him ſcornefully a very hag⸗ 
gard, minding therefoze that ho ſhoulde neyther fake 
holde of hir pzomiſe , neyther vnkindeneſle of hir pze- 
ciſeneſſe , the fedde him mdifferently , with hope and 
diſpapꝛe, reaſon and affection, 1yfe and death. Pet in 
the ende arguing wittity vpon certe me queſtions, they 
tell to ſuche agreement as pwze Philaucus would 
not haue agrad vnto if ho had bene pꝛeſent, pet al- 
wayes kepinge the body vndefiled. And thus ſher 


replyed, 


8 Entleman as vou may ſuſpecte me of Idelneſſe in 
gitring eare to your talke, fo may pou conuinte me 
of lyghteneſle in anſwering ſuch foyes , certes as vou 
haue made mine eares glowe at the rehearſall of your 
loue, ſo haue yon galled my hart with the rem embzance 
of your folly. Though you came to Naples as a ſlraun⸗ 
ger, yet were vou welcome ko my fathers houſe as a 
friend. And can you then ſo much tran'greſſe p bounds 
of honour ( will not ſay of heneſtte) as to ſolicife a 
ſute moze ſharpe to me then deathe ? J haue hetberto 
God bethancked, liued wythout ſuſpitten of lewde⸗ 
neſſe,and ſhall J nowe incurre * dannger of _— 
v. a 
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all lybertic? What hope can you haue fo obtayne my 
loue, ſæumg vet I coulbe neuet affe;d pou a cob lokee 
Woe pou therefoze thinke me caſely entiſcd to the bent 
of pour bow, bicauſe J was eaſely entreated to lyNen 
to pour late diſcourſe r Vn ſorting mee (as linely pou 
gloſe) to extell ail other in beautie, did pou dame that 
4 would excad all other in beaſtlyneCſe:But pet J am 
net augry t upheus but in an agony , foz who is ſhe 
that will not fret o2 ſume with one that loueth hir, u 
this loue to delude ma bee not biMembled-, It is that 
which cauſcth me moſt to feare, not that my beautie is 
vbnkaown to my ſelfe but that commonly we poe wen- 
ches are deluded thzough lyght beliefe,and pe men are 
naturally enclined craftely to leade pour lyfe. When 
the Fore pꝛeacheth the Caſe periſhe. The Crocodile 
ſbꝛowoeth greateſt treaſon vnder moſt pitifull teares: 
in a kiſſing mouth there lyeth a gallyng minde , Pou 
haue made ſo large pꝛoffer of pour ſeruice, and ſo fay;e, 
pꝛomiſes of fidelptie , that were J not ouer charie of 
mine honeſtie, pou would inueigle me to ſhaks bandes 
with chaſtitie . But certes J will eyther leade a Uir⸗ 
gins lyfe in earth (though J leade Apes in hell) oz els 
follow the rather then thy giftes : yet am J neither fo 
pꝛeciſe to rcfuſe thy pzoffer,neither ſo pa uiſh to diſdain 
thy god will: Do excellent alwapes are p giftes which 
are made acceptable by the vertue of the giuer. 3 did at 
the firſte entraunce diſcerne thy lone but pet diſſemble 
it. Thy wanton glaunces , thy ſcalding ſighes , thy 
louing ſignes,cauſed me to bluſh foz ſhame, and to loke 
wanne fo feare, lcaſt they ſhould be percetued of any, 
Cheſe ſubtill ſhiftes, theſe paynted pꝛadiſes (if à were 
to be wonne ) weulde ſone weane mee from the tcate 
of Veſta, to the topes of Venus. Beſides this thy con's 
ly grace, thy rare quallytics, thy exquiſite perfection, 
were able to move a minde halte moztified to tranſs 
grelle 
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greſſe the bandes of maydenip modeftie . But God 
ſhielde Lucilla, that thou ſhouldeſt be ſo careleſſe of 
thine honour as to commit the Tate thereoff to a trans 
ger. Learne thou by me Euphues to diſpiſe things that 
be amable, to fo:goe delightful ſes, belaue me 
it is pietie to abſtapne from 

Thou arte not the firſt that hath ſolicited this ſute, 
but the firſt that goeth about to ſeduce m, nepther 
diſcerneft thou moze then other, but dareſt moze then 
any, ut yther halt thou moze arte to diſcouer thy mea- 
ninge, but mo2e hearte to open thy munde: But thou 

pꝛeterteſt me befo2e thy landes, thy lynings,thy lyfe : 
thoa offerel thy ſelle a @acrifice fo2 my ſecuritie, thou 
p:ofereſt ma the whole and onelpe ſouereigntie of thy 
ſeruice : Trueiy I were very cruell and barde beartey 
if 4 ſhould not loue th: harde hearted albeit 1 am 
not, but truely loue thee J cannot, whome J doubte to 
be my luer. 
Dozeoner I baue not bene bird to the court of Cu- 
pide, wherin ther be moze lights then there be Yares 
m Athon, then Bees in H Lars in Deauen. 
Beſides this, the common people bere in Naples ars 
not oneiye both verye ſuſpitious of other mens mat; 
ters and manners, but alſo very icalous vuer other 
mens childꝛen and maydens: epther therefoze diſlem⸗ 
ble thy fancte, oz deſiſt from thy folly, 

But why ſhouldeſt thou deſiſt from the one (tings 
thou canſt cunningty diſſemble the other. My father 
is nooe goneto Vence, and as I am vncerteme ot 
bis retourne, ſo am J not pꝛiuie to the cauſe of his tras 
navle : But pet is be fo from hence that be ſathe me in 
his abſence , Knoweſt thou not Euphues that kinges 
haue long armes t rulers large reches:neither let this 
comfoꝛt thee , that at bis departure he deputed ther in 
Philautus place. Although my face cauſe him to miſtruſt 
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my lopaltie, vrt my fayth cnfofreth him to gine mer 
this tybertie; thouab he be ſuſpittous of my fay:e brew, 
pct is he ſcruce of my firme yoneſte. Bat alas tuphu- 
co, what truth can there be found in a trauayler: what 
ſtay in a ſtrangert whole words e bodyes both watch 
but (oz a unde, whoſe farte are ever a ting, whoſe 
fayth phfco on the ſhoare , is tourned to petturie 
when they hoiſte ſatle, Who moze trapterous to Phulz 
Is then Demophoon? pet he a trauailer. Who moze 
pertured to Dido then Acneas and he n tranger, both 
theſe Qucancs, both they Caytiffes, Who moꝛe falle 
to Ariadue then | heſeus pct he a ſapicr. Who moze 
fickle to Medea then Iaſon? pet he a ſtarter, both theſe 
daughters to great P2inces , both they vnfaythfull of 
p:omifſes, Js it then lykely that tuphaes will be faith- 
full to Lucilla being in Naples but a ſotourner? J have 
not pet fozgotten the inueniue (J can no other wiſe 
terme it which thou madeſt againft beautie, ſaying it 
was adeceiptfull bayte with a deadly hoke, t aſwete 
poyſon in a paynted potte.Canſt thou then be fo vnwiſe 
to ſwallow the bayte which will bꝛerde thy bane : To 
(wilt the d2inke that will expire thy date: Zo defire 
the wight that wilt wozke thy death? But it map bee 
that with þ @cozpion thou canſt fave on the carth, o: 
wich the Quaile and'Rocbucke, be fatte with popſon, 
02 with beautie lpue in all bzauerie . I feare me thou 
baſt the tone Contineus about ther, which is named of 
the contrarye , that thoughe thou pꝛetende faithe in thy 
wo2ds, thou deuiſeſt fraude in thy heart, though thou 
ſome to p2efer loue, thou art inflamed wtrth luſt , And 
what foz that? Though thou haue eaten the ſirdrs of 
Rockatte, which bꝛerde incontinencte,yet haue Jchew⸗ 
ed the leafe Crefſe which mayteneth modeſtre ;

moſt netſome to virginitic, vet haue J , tone p erows

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eth in the mounte Tmolus, the bpboloer of chaſtitie. 
ou may gentleman accompte me foz a colde Pꝛopbet 
thus haſtely to deuine of your diſpoſition, parden mee 
Euphues if in laue J caſt beponde the Pone , which 
b:ingeth vs women to endleſſe moane. Although I ip 
ſelle were neuer burnt, whereby J ſhould dead the fire, 
pet the ſcozhing of others in the flames of fancie,war- 
neth me to beware : Though J as yet neuer tryed any 
faithles, wberby J Could be fearefull, yet haue J read 
of many that daue bene pertured, which cauſeth me to 
be carefull:though J am able tocduince none by p:ofe, 
pet am J enfozced to ſuſpect one vppon pꝛobabilytie s. 

Alas we filly ſoules which haue neyther witte to decy⸗ 
pher the wyles of men, noz wiſedome to diſſemble our 
affection, neyther crafte to trapne in young louers, nei⸗ 
ther courage to withſtande their encounters,

both common and lamentable,to beholde 


fine webbe to hang the Fly,the Wolfe weareth a faire 
face to deuoure the Lambe, the Merlin ftriketh at the 
Partridge , the Eagle often ſnappeth at the Fly,men 
are alwayes laying baytes foz women, which are the 
weaker veſſells:but as yet J could neuer heare man by 
ſuch ſnares to intrappe man: Foz true it is that men 
themſcleus haue by vſe obſerued, that it muſt be a hard 
winter, when ono @Aolfe cateth an other. I haue read p 
the Bull being typed to h Figge tree loſeth bis irengtb, 
that the whole heard of Deare ſtande at the gaze , if 
they ſmell aſwete apple,that the Dolphin by the ſound 


of uucke is bꝛought to þ Hoge. Und then no meruaile 
it 
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it is that if the fierce Bull be tamed with the Figge 
tra, if that women bang as weake as ſheepe, be ouers 
coinc with a Figge, if the-wilve Deare be caughte 
with aa apple,that'the tame Daniell is wonne with a 
bloſſoine, if the flacte Dolplim be allured with harmo⸗ 
np, that women be entangled with the melodie of mens 
(peach, fayze pzonuſes and foleume pꝛoteſtations. But 
follye it were foz mae to marke their miſchiefes, ſith 
Jam neyther able, nepther they willynge to amende 
their manners, it becommeth mee rather to ſhew what 
our ſexc ſhould doe, then to open what yours doth. 
And ſeeing cannot by reafon ceſtrayne your impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate ſute, { will by rigour done on my ſelfe, cauſe pou 
to refraine the meanes. J would toGod Ferardo wers 
in this poynte lyke to Ly ſander, which would not ſuf- 
fer his daughters to weare goꝛgrous apparell, ſaying 
it would rather make them common then comely , J 
would it were in Naples a law which was a cuſtome 
in Aegypt, that woemen ſhould alwayes go baxefwte, 
to the mtent they might keepe themſelues alwayes at 
home, that theyſhoulde be euer lyke to p @naile, which 
bath euer bis houſe on his head. A meane ſo to moztifte 
my ſelfe that in ſtead of ſilkes J will weare ſackecloth, 
fo: Dwches and B2acelettes , Leere and Caddys, fog 
the Lute, vſe the Diſtaffe,foz the Penne, the Needle, 
fo: loucrs Sonettes, Dauids Pſalmes, But pet J am 
not ſo ſenceles altogether to retect your ſeruice: which 
if J were certeinly aſſured to pꝛocted of a ſimple minde, 
it ſhold not receiue ſo ſiniple a reward. And what areas 
ter triall can I haue of thy ſunplicitie 4 truth,the thine 
owne requeſts which deüreth atriall , 3, but in the 
coldeſt flinte there is hotte fire, the Bee that hath hou⸗ 
uy iu bir mouth, hath a ſting in hir taple, the tre that 
beareth the ſwerteſt fruite, hath a ſower ſappe, yea the 
waꝛdes of men, though they ſeeme ſmothe as ople, pet 
| their 
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their bearfes are as croked as the falke of Tuic , A 
woulde not Luphues that thou ſhouldeſt condenme 
me of rigour, in that J ſceke to aſlwage thy follye by 
reaſon, but take this by the way that although as pet 
A am diſpoſed-tolpke of none, yet whenſocuer J ſhall 
loue any J will not fozget the, in the meane ſcaſon acs 
compt me thy friend,fo2 thy foe J will neuer be. 

Euphucs was bꝛought into a gre ate quandarie and 
as it were a colde ſhiuering, to heare this newe kinde 
of kindeneſſe, ſuch werte meate, ſuch ſo wer ſauce, ſuch 
faire woꝛdes, ſuch faint pꝛomiſes, ſuch hotte loue, ſuch 
colde deſire, ſuch certayne hope, ſuch ſodaine chaunge, 
and ſtove lyke one that had loked on Mcdulacs heade, 
and ſo had bene tourned into a ſtone. 

Lucilla ſeeing him in this pitifull plight and fearing 
he would take ſtande if the lure were not caſt out, toke 
him by the hand and wzinging him ſoftely with a ſmi⸗ 
ling countenaunce began thus tocomfozt him, 

Pee thinkes 'Euphucs chaungeing ſo your couloure 
vpon the ſodaine, you will ſane chaunge pour coppie, 
is your minde on pour meat:a penny foz your thought, 
Piſltreſſe(quod he)if vou would buy all my thoughts 
at that pꝛite, J ſhoulde neuer be wearpe of thinking, 
but ſeeinge it is to deere , reade it, and take it foz no⸗ 
thing. 

It ſcemes to me(ſapd ſhe)p you are in ſome bꝛo lone 
ſcudy, what coulours you mighte beſt weare foz your 
Ladpe. 

In deede Lucilla you leuell ſhzewvly at my thought, 
by the ayme of pour owne imagination, foz you haue 
giuen vnto me a true loues knotte wꝛought of chaunge- 


able ſilke , and you deeme me that J am dcuiſinge' 
howe J mighte haue my coulours chaungeable alſo, 
that they mighte agree: But lette this with ſuch toyes 


and deuiſes paſſe, it it pleaſe you to commaund me any 
ſeruice 
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ſeruice, am here ready to: cende pour leaſure. Ng 
ſeruite Fnphues,but that you keepe ſilence vntill J haue 
vttered my minde: and ſecrecte when J bane vnkolded 


my meaning. | 
If J ſhould offende in the one J were to bold, if in 


the other to beaſtly, | | 
Cell then Fuphucs (ſapd ſhe) ſo it is that fo; the 
hope that J conceiue of thy lopaltie and the happy ſuc- 
celle that is lyke to enſue ofthis our loue,J am content 
to peclde thee the place in my heart which thou deſireſt 
and delerueſt aboue all other: which conſent in me if 
it may any wayes b2eede thy contentation , ſure J am 
that if will euerp way woꝛke my comfozte. But as ep⸗ 
ther thou tendereſt mine honour o2 thine owne ſafette, 
ble ſuch ſecretie in this matter that my father haue no 
incklyng herreoff, befoze J hane framed his minde fitte 
fo our purpoſe, And though women haue ſmall foꝛce 
to ouertome men by reafon,yet haue they god Fo2tune 
to vndermine them by pollpcie , The ſofte dzoppes of 
raine pearce the hard Parble, many ſtrokes ouerthzow 
the talleſt Dke, a filly woman in time may make ſuch 
a bꝛeach into a mans hearte as hir teares may enter 
without reſiſtaunce, then doubt not but J will ſo vnder⸗ 
mine mine olde father, as quickly J will enioy my new 
friend.

If my tongue were able to btker the iopes that 
my heart hath conceiued, J feare me though J be wel 
beloucd, yet J ſhoulde hardlye bee belened , Ah mp 
Lucilla howe much am J bounde to the, whiche 
pꝛeferreſt mine vawozthineſſe befoze thy Fathers 
wzath, my happineſſe befoze thine owne miſfoztune, 

"my loue befoze thine owne lyfe?-howe might J ex⸗ 
cell th in courteſie, whome no mozfall creature 
can erceode in conſkancie J finde it nowe fo2 a ſet⸗ 
led truth, which earſt J accompted foꝛ a vaine talke, 
that the Purple dye will neuer ſfaine, that the pure 
Cyuet will neuer loſe his ſauour, that the grane 
Laurel l will neuer chaunge his coulour, that beautte 
can neuer bee blotted with diſcourteſte : As touching 
ſecrecie in this behalte, aſſure thy ſelfe, that J wyll 
not ſo much as tell it fo my ſelfe.Commaund Euphus 
es to runne, to ride, to vndertake any erploite be it ne⸗ 
uer ſo daungerous, to hazarde himſelfe in any enter⸗

frame no meanes to wa:ke his delight, he copned 


auexcuſe to haſten his departure, pzomiſinge the 


nert mozninge to trouble them agatne as a gueſt 


eee then welcome, although in dæd he thought 


unſcifc tobe the better welcome in ſaying that her 


would come. n 8 
But as Ferardo went in poſte, ſo hœ retourned 


in haſte , hauinge concluded wyth Plulautus, that 


the marriage ſhoulde ummediatly be conſummated 
which wzought ſuch a tontent in Plulautus 5 he was 
almoſt in an extaſie thꝛough the extremitie of hys 


paſſions: ſuch is the fulneſſe and fozce of pleaſure, 


that there is nothinge ſo daungerous as the fruity- 
on, yet knowwge that delapes bzinge daungers, al⸗ 
thoughe her nott inge doubted of Lucilla, whome her 
loued , pet feared her the fickleneſſe of olde men, 
which is alwapes to ber miſtruſted.

Neyther ought J in this matter to vſe any perſwaſi- 
ons, ſoꝛ py maydens comonly now a daies are no ſoner 
bozne, but they begin to b2ide it: neither to offer any 
greate poꝛtions foꝛ that thou knoweſt thou ſhalt ins 
herite all my poſſeſſions, Pine ouely care hath bene 
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heterto to match ther with ſach an one, as ſhoulde he 
of god wealth able to maynteme the, of great woz- 
chip able to compare with thee in birth, of honelk con- 
diftons to deſerue thy lone, and an Italian bone to 
eniope mp landes . At the laſte A baue founde one 
aunſwerable to my deſire . a gentieman ol great re- 
nenewes,of a noble pꝛogeuie, oł honeſt. behauiour, of 
comely perſonage, bozne and bzonght vp in Naples, 
Phitautus( thy friende as J geſſe) thy huſband Lu- 
cilla, if thou lyke it, neither canſt thou diflike hym, 
who wanteth nothing that ſhoulde cauſe thy liking, 
neythcr hath any thinge that ſhoulde bade thy: loa- 
thing. And ſurelp J reiopce the moꝛe, that thou ſhalt 
be linked to him in marriage, whome thou haſt loued 
as J heare beeinge a mapden, neither can there inp 
iar res kindte betweene them, where the mindes be ſo 
bnited,neyther any iclowſte ariſe, where loue hathe 
fo longe bene letled. Thereſoze Lucilla to the ende 
the deſire of either of yon map now be accompliſhed, 

to the delight of you both, J am here tome to finiſhe 

the contract by gtuinge handes, Whiche pou haue al⸗ 

redy begun between pour ſclues by iopning of hearts, 

that as God doth witneſſe the one in pour cenſci- 

ences, ſo the woꝛlde mape teſtifie the other by your 

conuerſations and therefoze Lucilla make ſuch aun⸗ 

ſwere to my requeſt, as maye like me and ſatiſſie thy 

friende, 

Lucilla abaſhed with this ſodeine ſpeach of hir fa⸗ 
ther, pet boldened by the lone of hir friend, with a com⸗ 
lp baſhfulneſſe aunſwered hum in this manner. 

Reucrend Dir, the ſweetneſſe that J haue found in 
the vndefiled eſtate of virginitie, cauſeth me to loath 
the ſower ſauce which is mired with matrimony, and 
p qunet lite which J haue tried being a matden,maketh- 


me to ſhun the cares y are alwaies ancidet to a mother, 
E. ij. neither 
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Eupbues. 
neither am J ſo: wedded to the wozlde that I ſhould 
be moued wyth greate poſſeCions , nepther ſo be- 
witched with wantonnelle, that J ſhould be entiſed 
with any mans pꝛopoztion, neither if J were ſo dyſ⸗ 
poſed woulde J bee ſo pꝛoude to deſire one of noble 
pꝛogenie, oz ſo pꝛeciſe ta choſe one onely in myne 
owne countrey , fo: that commonlye theſe thinges 
happen alwayes to the contrarie. Doe wer not ſe 
the noble to matche wyth the baſe, the rich with the 
pœꝛe, the Italian oftentimes with the Portingale?Ag 
loue knoweth no lawes, ſo it regardeth no conditi⸗ 
ons, as the louer maketh no pawſe where he liketh, 
ſo hee maketh no conſcience of theſe idle ceremonies, 
In that Philautus is the man that thzeateneth ſuche 
Rindeneſſe at my handes, and ſuch courteſie at pours, 
that be ſhoulde accompte mer his wyke befoꝛe he 
woe me, certemelp be is lpke foz mee to make hys

Py duetie therefaze euer reſerned, J here on my 
knees foz\weare- Philautus foz my buſband, althoughe 
I accept him foz my friende, aud ſcing J ſhall hardly 
bee induced euer to match with any, J beſache you if 
by your Fatherly loue, J ſhall bee compelled , that 1 
may match wpth ſuch a one, as both J may lone, and

Ferardo being a graue and wiſe Gentleman,al-

thy chaunce, then to the choyle of any other , But 


this aryneth mer moſt, that thou art almoſt vowed 


to the vayne oꝛder of the veſtall virgins , deſpilinge, 
o: at the leaſt not defirmg the ſacred bandes of lu- 
no hir bedde. If thy other had bene of that minvo 
when ſher was a mapden, thou haddeft not nowe 
bene bozne to bee of this minde to ber a virginne:

repozteth . Thecefoze Lucilla of thou haue any care 
to bix a comfozte co mpe harre haires 02 a come 
moditye to thy common weale, frame thy ſelfe to 
that hotourable cſtate of matrimonye, wbiche was 
1andifted im Paradiſe , allowed of the Patriarches, 


hallowed of the olde n of

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all perſons . If thou lyke any, be not aſhamed to 
tell it mee, Whichs oncly am to exbozte thee , yea 3 
and as much as in ma lpeth to commaunde thee, 
to loue one: If he ba baſe thy blonde wyll make 
bym noble, if beggerlye thy gades ſhall make bym 
wealthy,if a traunger thp frebome may enfraunchiſe 
bym : if hee bir pounge he 4s the moze fitter to be 
thy pheare, if be be olde the lyker to thine aged Fa« 
ther, Foz J had rather thou ſhouldeſt lcade a lyfe ta 
thine owne lpkeinge in earthe, then to thy greate 
tozmentes leade Apes in Yell. Be bolde therefoze 
to make me partner of thy deſire , whiche will be 
partaker of thy dpſeaſe , yea, and a furtherer of thy 
dclights,as farre as either my friendes,0z my landes, 
02 my life will ſtretch, 


Lucilla perceininge the dzifte of the olde Fore hir 
Father , wayed with dir ſelfe what was beſte to 
be done, at the laſte not wapinge hir Fathers xl 
wyll;but encouraged by lone, ſhaped hym an anns 
ſwere wbiche pleaſed Ferardo but n little, and pi 
ched Phitautus on the parſons ſide en thys man- 
ner. 


Dare Father Ferardo „ althonghe, J ſ& the 
bayte you laye fo catche me, ret Jam content to 
ſwallowe the hoke , nepther are you mo ze defirens 
fo take me n , (hen J willnge to conkeile 
my meaninge , Oo it is that loue hath as well in» 
neigled me as others, which make it as ſtraunge as J. 
Neyther doe J lone hym lo meanely that 3 ſhould 
be aſhamed of hits name, nepther is hys perſonage 
ſo meane that 1 ſhoulds lone dym ſhamefullye: 
It is Euphues that lately deere at Naples, 
that bath battered the bulwarke of my bzeffe, and 


hall choztiy enter as conquerour info mp boſome :

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What his wealth is I neither know it no: waye if, 
what his wit ts all Naples doth knowe it, and won⸗ 
der at it, neyther hane J bene curious to enquire of 
his pzogentto2s, fo2 that J knowe ſo ncble a minde 

could take no Oꝛiginall but from a noble man, fo; 

as no birde can loke agame the Sunne , but thoſe 

that bee bꝛedde of the Cagle , nepther any Vawke 

foarc ſo hie as the bꝛode of the Bobbie,fo no wight 

tan haue luche ercellent qualities ercepte bee del⸗ 

tend of a noble race, neyther be of ſo highe capacitie, 

vnleſſe hee ilſue of a high pꝛogente. And J hope Phi- 

lautus wyll not ber my foe, ſainge J baue choſen 
his diere friende , neither pou Father ber diſpleaſed 
in that Philautus is diſplaced, Pou niede not muſe 
that J ſhoulve ſo ſodeinelp bee intangled, lone giues 
no reaſon of choice,neither will it ſuffer anye repulſe. 
Mirha was enamoured of hir naturall Father, Bib- 
lis of hir bzother, Phxdra of hir ſonne in lawe : Jf 
nature can no wap reſiſt the fury of affection , howe 
ſhould it be taped by wiſdome?

Lucilla,as J am not pzeſently to graunt my god 
will, ſo meane J not to repzchende thy choyce , ret 
wiſdome wylleth mee to pawſe, vntill J baue cal- 
led what mape happen fo my remembzaunce , and 
warneth thee to ber circumſpede, leafte thy raſhe 
concepte bzinge a ſharpe tepentaunte. As lo: fou 
Philautus J woulde not haue yon diſpaire ſeringe 
a woman dothe oftentimes chaunge bir deſire.

vere, Yeah 
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Certeinely Feratdo J take the leſſe gricle in that \ 
ſe hir ſo greedy after Eupliucs,and by ſo much the moꝛe 
AJ am content to leaue my ſute, by how much the moze 
ſhe ſemeth to diſoayne my ſeruice, but as fo2 hope bi⸗ 
cauſe J woulde not by any meanes taſt one dꝛamme 
thereoff, I will abtare all places of hir abode and loath 
hir company, whoſe countenaunce J haue ſo much lo⸗ 
ued, as fo; Euphues, and there taping his ſpeache,hee 
flange out of the dozes and repairing to his lodginge 
uttered theſe wozds. 

Ah moſt diſſembling wzetch Euphucs, © counter- 
fayte companion , couldeſt thou vnder the ſhewe of a 
ſtedfaſt friende cloake the mallice of a moztall foe 2 vn⸗ 
der the coulour of ſimplicitie, ſhzowd the Image of de⸗ 
ceit? Is thy Liuia tourned to my Lucilla, thy loue to 
my loner, thy dcuotion to mp amd: Is this the cur⸗ 
teſie of Athens, the cauillyngof ſchollers, the craft of 
Grecians? Couldeſt thou not remember Vhilautus that 
Greece is neuer without ſome wilp Vliſles, neuer void 
of ſome Sy non, neuer to ſeke of ſome deceitfull ſhifter: 
Is it not commonly ſaide of Grecians that crafte com⸗ 
meth to them by kinde, that they learne to decetue in 
their cradell 2 Why then did his pzetended curteſie bes 
witch ther with ſuch credulytie? hall my god will ber

come molt fapthlefle, But why rather erclaime J not 
agaynſt Lucilla, whoſe wanton lokes cauſed Euphues 
to vpolate his plyghted fapth: Ab w2etched wenche 
canſt thou bo ſo lyght of —_— thaunge with eug- 
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ry winde: ſo vnconſtant as to pꝛeſerte a new louer be- 
fo:e thine olde fricnde : Ah well J wotte that a newe 


bꝛome lwapeth cleane, and a new garment maketh thee 


leaue off the olde thoughe it be fitter, and newe wine 
cauſeth ther to foꝛſake the olde though it be better, much 
lykc to the men in the Jlande *cyrum, which pull vpp 
the olde tree when they le the roung beginne to ſpeing. 
and not valike vnto the widow of Lesbos, which chan⸗ 
ged all bir olde golde ſoz new glaſſe, haue J ſerucd thee 
th:& peares faithfully, and am J ſerued ſo unk indelp: 
(hall the fcurte of my deſire be tourned to diſdapne ? 
But vnleſſe Euphucs had inneigled the thou haddeſt 
pet bene conſtant,yca but if Euphues had not ſane thee 
willpng to be wonne, he would neuer baue woed thee, 
but had not Euphues enticed thee With faire wo2des, 
thou wouldeſt neuer haue loued him, but haddeſt thou 
not giuen him fairs lokes, he would neuer haue lyke d 
thee: J, but Euphues gaue the onſet, J, but Lucilla 
gaue the occaſion, , but Euphues firſt bꝛake bis minde, 
J, but Lncilla firſt bewzayed bir meaning. Tuch why 
go J about to excuſe any of them, ſeeing J bane iüſte 
cauſe to accuſe them both? Neyther ought J to diſpute 
which of them hath p2offered me the greaftſt villanye, 
ſith that eyther of them hath committed periurie, Pet 
although they haue founde me dull in percetuing theirs 
falſhod,they ſhall not finde mc ſlacke in renfging their 
folly, As foz Lucilla ſæing J meane altogether to foz- 
gette hir, J meane alſo fo fo2giue hir, leaſt in ſa@king 
meanes to be reuenged, mine olde deſire be renewed, 
Philautus hauing thus diſcourſed with hiumſelfe,began 
to wzite to Euphues as followeth , 


A Ethoughbe hetherto Euphucs J haue ſhzined the in 

mp heart foz a truſtie fricnde, J will hunne ther 
heraf.er as a trothles ſoe, and although à cannot ſe in 
the

ſhaking the hande, yet it is haken off by fraude of the 
bearte, But thou haſt not mach to boaſte off , ſoz as 
thou haſt wonne a fickle Ladę, ſo haſt thou loſt a fayth- 
full friende , Bow canſt thou be ſecure of hir conſtan- 
cie when thou baſt had ſuch trpall of hir lygbteneſle ? 

Howe cant then allure thy ſelfe that ſhe will be 
faithfull tothe, which bath bene faithleſſe to mee 2 Ab 
Fuphues, let not my credulptie be an occaſion heereafs 
ter foz the to pzamiſe the lyke crucltte. Remember this 
that vet ther hath neuer bene any faithles to his friend, 
that hath not alſo bene fruiteleſſeto bis God, But J 
waye this trechery the lefſe, in that it commeth from a 
Grecian in whome is no trothe . Thoughe I be to 
weake to w2altle fo; a reuenge, pet God who permit- 
teth no guyle to be nupltleſſe, will ſhoztelp requite this 
intury , thoughe Plulautus haue no pollycie to vnder⸗ 
mine ther, pet thine owne patties will be ſufficient to 
ouerth:ow thee, 

Couldeſt thou Euphues foz the lout cf a frutteleſſe 
pleaſure, vpolate the league of fapth(ull friendeſhippe ? 
Diddeſt thou wape moze the entifing lokes of a lewd 
wenche , then the entyꝛe loue of a lopall friende 2 Jf 
thou diddeſt determme with thy ſelfe at the firſte to 
be falſe , why diddeſt thou ſweare ta bee true: Ir 
to ber true, why arte thou falſe 2 If thou waſt 
mynded both faiſelye and foꝛgedlye to decetne mee, 
why diddeſt thou flatter and diſſemble with mer at 
the ficſte 2 If to loue me, why doeſt thou flinche at 
the lall? Ik the ſacred bands of amitie did 9 thee, 
wyy 
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Euphues. 


why diddeſt thou bꝛeake them? it dillyke thee, why did⸗ 
velt thou pꝛaple them? Doſt thou not know that a per- 
fect friende ſhonld be lypke the Glazewo2me, which ſht- 
ncth moſt bꝛight in the darke? 02 lpke the pure Franc⸗ 
nencenſe which lmelleth moſt (werte when it is in the 
Hie: 02 at the lealle not vnlpke to the Damaſke Roſe 
which is water in the (till then on the ſtalke 2 But 
thou huphues, doſt rather reſemble the Swallow which 
in the Summer creepeth vnder the enes of every bouſe, 
and in the Winter leaueth nothing but durte behinde 
bir, 02 the humble Bee which hauing ſucked honny out 
of the faire flower doth leaue it 4 loath it, oz the Spi⸗ 
der which in the fineſt webbe doth hang the faireſt Fly, 
Dolt thou thinke Euphues that thy crafte in betraying 
me, ſhall any whit cole my courage in reuenging thy 
villany 2 oz that a Gentleman of Naples will put vpp 
ſuch an imury at the hands of a Scholler: And if J doe, 
it is not foz want of ſtrengthe to maynteyne my iuſt 
quarrell, but of will which thinketh ſcoꝛne to gette ſo 
vapne a conqueſt, J know that Menclaus foz his tenne 
ycares warre endured ten peares woe, that after all his 
{trife he wan but a Strumpet, that fo2 all his frauails 
he reduced (J cannot ſay reclaymed) but a ſtraggeler: 
which was as much in my iudgement, as fo ſtriue foz 
a bꝛoken glaſſe which is god foz nothing. J wiſh thee 
rather Menelaus care, then my ſelke his conqueſt, that 
thou being deluded by Lucilla maiſt rather know what 
it is to be decetued, then J hauinge conquered ther 
ould pꝛoue what it were to bzing backe a diſſembler. 
Seeing therefoze there can no greater reuenge lyghte 
vppon the, then that as thou haſt reaped where an o⸗ 
ther hath Cowen, ſo an other may thzeſhÞ which thou 
haſt reaped: I will pzay that thou mayſt be meaſured 
vato with the Iyke meaſure that thou haſt meaten vn⸗ 
to.others : that as thou halt thought it no conſcience 
to 
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fo betray me, ſo others may b&me it nv diſhoneſtie to 
decciue the, that as Lucilla made it a lyght matter to 
foz\weare hir olde friend Philautus, ſo ſhe may make it 
a mocke to fozſake hir new pherre Euphucs, Which uf 
it come to paſſe as it is lyke by my compaCe,then ſhalt 
thou ſz the troubles, 4 feele the tozinents which thou 
haſt already thzown into the harts and eyes of others. 
Thus hoping ſhoztly to ſe& thee as hopeleſſe, as my ſelfe 
is hapleſſe, J wiſh my wiſh were as effectually ended 
as it is heartelp loked foz, And ſo I leaue thee,

Philautus diſpatching a meſſenger with this letter 
ſpedely to Euphues, went into the fields to walke ther 
epther to digeſte his choler oz chew vppon his melan- 
choly. But Euphues bauing reade the contents was 
well content, ſetting his talke at naughte and aunſwe⸗ 
ring his taunts in theſe gibing tearmes. 


Remember Philautus how valpauntlp Atax boas 
ſed in the feats of armes, pet VIyſles bare away 
the armour, and it may be that though theu crake of 
thine own courage, thou mapſt eaſelp loſe the conqueſt. 
Doſt thou thinke Euphues ſuch a daſtarde that he is 
not able to withſtande thy courage, 02 ſuch a dullarde 
that he cannot deſcry thy crafts, Alas god ſoule. It fas 
reth with ther as with the Henne, which when p Put- 
tocke bath caught bir Chicken beginneth to cackle:and 
thou hauing loſt thy louer beginneſt to pzattle . Zuſh 
Philautus, J am in this popnt of Euripides his minde, 
who thihkes it lawfall fo2 the deſire of a kingdome to 
tranſgreſſe the bounds of honeſtie, and foz the loue of 
a Lady to violate and bzeake the bands of amitie.

This letter beinge diſpatched, Fuphucs ſent it and 
Philaucus read it, who diſdapning thoſe pꝛoud termes, 
diſdayned alſo to aunſwere them, being ready to ride 
with Ferardo. 

Euphues hauing foꝛ a ſpace abſented himſelfe from 
the houſe of Ferardo, bicauſe he was at home, longed 
ſo;e to ſ& Lucilla which now oppoꝛtunitie offered vnto 
hun, Ferardo being gone agapne to Venice with Phi⸗ 
lautus, but in his abſence one Curio a gentleman of 
Naples of lyttle wealth and leſſe witte haunted Lucilla 
hir companp, ſo enchaunted hir, 5 Euphues was alſo 
caſt off with Philautus whichthing being unknowne 
to Euphues, cauſed him p ſoner to make his repaire to 
the pzeſence of his Lady, whom he finding in hir mu⸗ 
ſes began pleaſauntly to ſalute in this manner. 

Miſtreſſe Lucilla, although my long ablence might 
bꝛede pour tuft anger, (fc2 5 louers deure nothing (a 
much as often mæting yet J hope my pꝛeſence will diſs

Lrucly kuphucs you haue miſte the cuſhion, foz J 
was nepther anarie with your longe abſence, nepther 
am J well pleaſed at pour pꝛeſence, the one gane me 
rather a god hope hereafter neuer toſee pou, the other 
giueth me a greater occaſion to abhozre you, 

Euplmues being nipped on the head, with a pale coun⸗ 
fenaunce,as though his ſoule had fozſaken his bodp res 
plyed as followeth, 

If this ſodayne change Lucilla, pzocede of any de⸗ 
ſert of mine, Jam heere not only to aunſwere the fa, 
but alſo to make amends fo2 my faulte : if of any new 
motion 02 minde fo fozſake pour new friend, J am ra⸗ 
ther to lament pour inconſtancie then reuenge it, but J 
hope that ſuch hot loue cannot be ſo ſone colde, nept her 
ſuch ſure faith, be rewarded with ſo lodepne fozgelful⸗ 
nclle, 

Lucillanot aſhamed to confeſſe hir folly, aunſwered 
him with this frumpe. © 

Sir whether your deſerts oz my deſire haue wꝛought 
this chaunge, it will bote you lyttle to know, nepther 
doe J craue amends, nepther feare reucnge, as foz fer- 
uent lone, pcu knowe there is no fire ſo hette but it is 
quenched with water, neytber affraion ſo ſtrong but is 
weakened with reaſon, lette this ſuffice thee that thon 
know J care not fo; ther. 

In deede (ſayd Luphucs) to know the cauſe of pour 
alferation would bote me lyttle ſeeing the effec taketh 
fuch fozce. I hauc hearde that women epther lone en⸗ 
firely 
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tirelp oꝛ hate deadly, and ſeing you haue put me ont 
of doubt of the one, F muſt nee des perſwade my ſelfe 
of the other .

of ligbtneſſe, J am lyke alſo to be a my rour to them 
all of vnbappineſſe, which ill lucke J muſt take by (0 
much the moze patiently,by bowe much the moze J 
acknowledge my ſelfe to haue deſerued it wozthely, 
Well Luci)la(aunſwered Euphues)this caſe bꝛerdeth 
my ſoꝛrowe the moꝛe, in that it is ſo ſodeine, and by ſo 
much the moꝛe J lament it, by howe muche the lefſs 
1 loked fo2 it. In that my welcome is ſo colde and 
my chere ſo ſimple, it nothing toucheth me, ſeeinge

Nay Lucilla(ſapd he)my harueſt ſhall ceaſe,ſ&ing 
others haue reaped my cone, as foz anglings 
fo: the fiſhe that is alreadye caught, that were but 
meere foily . But in my minde uf vou bee a fiſhe pou 
are either an Ele which as ſone as one hathe holde 
of hir taile, will lippe out of his hand, oz elſe a Pyn⸗ 
nowe which will be nibbling at euer baite but ne⸗ 
uer biting : But what fiſhe ſoener you bee peu haue 
made both me and Philautus fo ſwallow a Gudgen. 
Ik Curio bee the perſon, J would neither 'wiſhe ther 
a greater plague,noz him a deadlper popſon . J foz 
my part thincke him wozthy of thee , and thou vn⸗ 
wozthy of him, foz although her ber in bodye defoz- 
med, in minde foliſhe, an innocent boꝛne, a begger 
by miſfoztune, pet doth her deſerue a better then thy 
ſelfe, whoſe cozrupt manners haue ſtapnde thy dea⸗ 
nenly bewe , whoſe light behauiour hath dimmed 
the ligbtes of thy beautie, whoſe vnconſtant mynde 
bath betrayed the innocencie of ſo many a Gentle⸗ 
man, And in that you bzinge in the crample of a 
beaſt to confirme pour folly , pou ſhewe therein pour 
beaſtly diſpoſition, which is readte to followe ſuche 
beaſtlineſſe.

J have loſt Philautus, J haue 
loſt Lucilla, J haue loft that which J ſhall hardlye 
finde again?, a fapthfull friende . Afoliſhe Fuphues 
why diddeſt thou leaue Athens the nourſe of wil⸗ 
dome, to inhabite Naples the nouriſher of wanton» 
neſſe ? Pad it not bene better koz thee to haue caten 
ſalt with the Philoſophers in Greece, then ſugar with 
the 
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the courtters of Italy ? But behold the courſe of youth 
which alwayes inclyneth to pleaſure, J fo;ſoke mine 
olve companions to ſearch foznew friends, Arciected 
the graus and fatherly counſayle of Eubulus, to follow 
the bzaineſicke humoz of minc owne will. J addicted 
my lelfe wholy to the ſeruice of women to ſpende my 
tvfe in the lappes of Ladpes, my lands in maintenance 
of bꝛauerie, my witte in the vanities of idle Sonnets, 
J had thought that women had bene as we men, that 
is true, faithfull, zealous, conſtant, but J perceiue they 
be rather woe vnto men, by their falthod, gelouſie, ins 
conſtancie . J was balfe perſwaded that they were 
made of the perfection of men, & would be comfozters, 
but now IJ (& they haue taſted of the mfection of the 
Serpent, and will be cozaſiues.

J know that as ther 
bath bene an vnchaſt Helen in Greece, ſo there hath 
bene alſo a chaſt Penelope, as there hath bene a pꝛodi⸗ 
gious Paſiphae, ſo there hath bene a godly 1 
thoug 
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though many haue deſired fo be beloned as Jupiter lo⸗ 
ueo Alcmæna, yet ſome haue wiſhed to be emb2aced as 
Phrigius embꝛated Pieria,as ther hath raigned a wics 
ked, [clabel „ ſo hath there ruled a deuoute Debora, 
though many hane bene as fickle as Lucilla, pet hath 
there many bene as faithful as Lucretia. N hatſoeuer 
therfo2e J haue ſpoken of the ſploenc againſt p flights 
and ſubtilties of women, J hope ther is none wil mif- 
like it if ſhe be honeſt, neither care J if any doe if ſhes 
be an harlot , The ſowze crab hath the ſhewe of an 
apple as well as the ſweet pyppin, the black Nauen the 
ſhape ofa birde as well as the white Swanne, ß lewde 
wight the name of a woman as wel as the heneft Pa⸗ 
trone, There is great difference betweene p ſtanding 
puddle, and the running Freame, pet both water, great 
ops betwerne the Adamant and the Pommice, pet both 
ſtones, a great :diſtinction to be put betweene Vitrem 
atld the Chꝛiſtall, pet both glatte, create contrarietie 
betwiene Lais and Lucretia, pet both women. ©&- 
ing ther foꝛe one mape lone the clare Conduit water, 
though he loath the muddie ditch,and weare the pꝛe⸗ 
cious Diamonde, though he diſpife the ragged bꝛicke, 
A thincke one may alſo with ſafe conſcience reuerence 
the meveſt ſer of ho:2eft maydens, though he foꝛſweare 
the lewde ſoꝛt of vnchaſt minions. VIy ſfes though he 
deteſted Calipſo w hir ſugered voice, yet he imbꝛated 
Penelope with hir rude diſtaſfe. Though Euphues abs 
hore þ beautie of Lucilla, pet wil he not abſteine from 
$ company of a graue maiden. Though þ teares of the 
Hart be ſalt, yet the tears of p Boze be ſwert, though 
teares of ſome women be counterfaite to deceiue, pet 
tears of many be turrãt to try their loue. J foꝛ mp part 
wil honour thoſe alwaies p be honeff,+ woꝛſhip the in 
my life who J ſhall know to be wozthy in their liuing, 


neither can J pꝛomiſe ſuch 8 b J ſhall _ 
uf, e 
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be caught agaiie with 5 bapte of beautie,foz although 
the kalſhad of Luci/la haue cauſed me to fozfake my 
wonted dotage, pet the faith of ſome Ladpe may cauſe 

me ouce aaaine 10 fall into mine olde diſeaſe. Foz as 


the fire ſtone in Liguria though it bæ quenched with 
milke, pet againe it is kindled with water, 02 as the

colde kindeneſſe towardes hir childe,when the ſhall ſ& 
the nature of bir nurſe in the nurture of hir chude. The 
tbiefeſt way to learning us, ik there be a mutuall lone 
and feruent deſire betwone the teacher and him that is 
taught, then vercly the greateſt furtheraunce to educa⸗ 
tion is if the mother nouriſh the childe and the childe 
ſucke the mother, that there be as it were a relacion 
and retipꝛetali o2der of affection. Pet if the mother ety 
ther fo2 the euillhabite of the body, 02 tho weakeneſſe

Poung and tender age is calily framed to manners, 
and hardelpe are thoſe thinges mollpfied which are 
12rde , Foz as the ſtole is unpꝛinted inthe ſofte ware, 
o learnmg is engrauen in the minde of an young impe. 
to that deume Philoſopher admoniſhed all nurſes 
* weancrs cf youth, that they ſhculd not be to buſie 


to tell them fade fables og fiithie tales, lcaſt at their 
1 entraunce 
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entraunce into the woꝛlde they ſhoulde be contamina⸗ 
ted with vnſamelye behamour, vnto the which Pho- 
cides the Poet doth pithely allude, ſaping. Whrift that 
the childe is young lette him bee 1 in vertue, 
and lyterature. 

Poꝛeouer they are to bee trapned — in the lan⸗ 
guage of their country, to pꝛonounce aptly and diſtinc- 
ly without ffammering euerpe wozde and ſillable of 
their natiue ſpeache , and to be kepte from barbarous 
talke as the ſhippe from rockes: leaſt beeinge affeded 
with their barbariſme they bee inkeded alſo with theire 
vncleane conuerſation. 

It is an olde Y2ouerbe that if one dwell the nerte 
doze to a creple he wil learne fo hault, i one be conuer⸗ 
ſant with an bypocrite, he wll ſone endeauour to diſ⸗ 
ſemblo. hen this pounge infante ſhall growe in 
veares and ber of that rypeneſſe that her can conceiue 
learninge, inſomuch that he is to be committed to the 
tunton of {ame tutour, all dulpgence is to be had to 
ſearche ſuch a one as ſhall neyther be vnlearned, neys 
ther ill lyued, neyther a lyght perſon, 

Agentieman that hath honeſt and diſcrete ſeruants 
diſpoſeth them to the encreaſe of his ſegmio2yes,one he 
appoynteth ſtewarde of his courtes, an other cuerſes 
er of his landes, one his factoure in farre countryes 
fo2 his merchaundize, an other puruayour fo2 his cates 
at home. 

But if among all his ſeruauntes he ſhall eſpygong 
eyther fulthye in his talke o2 ſoliſhe in his behauiour, 
eytber wythout witte oꝛ voyde of honeſtie epther 
an vnthzikte 02 a wittall, him he ſettes not as a 
ſuruapour and ouerſeœr of his maimozs , but a ſu⸗ 
peruiſour of his childzens conditions and manners, 
to him hee comumtteth the guydinge, and tuition of 


his ſonnes „ which is by hes proper Nature, a 
laue 
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laue, a knaue by condition, a beaſt in behauiour. And 
- ſoner will they beſtow an hundꝛeth crownes fo haue a 
ho;ſe well bzoken, then a childe well taught, wherein 

J cannot but maruell to ſ& them ſo carefull to encreaſe 

their poſſeſſions, when they be ſo careleſſe to haue them 

wiſe that ſhould inherite them, 

A god and diſcreete ſcholemayſter ſhould be ſuch an 
one as Phxnix was, the inſtructs; of Achilles, whome 
Pelleus (as Homer repozteth) appoynted to that ende 
that he ſhould be vnto Achilles not onelpa tcacher of 
learning but an example of god lpuinge. But that is 
moſt p2incipally to be loked foz, and moſt dilygentlp fo 
be foꝛeſtene, that ſuch tutours bee ſought out fo: p edu⸗ 
cation of a poung childe, whoſe lyfe hath neuer bene 
ſtapned with diſhoneſtte, whoſe god name hath neuer 
bene called vnto queſtion, whoſe manners hath bene ir⸗ 
repꝛehenſible befo2e the woꝛlde. As huſ bandmen hedge 
in their trees,ſo ſhoulde god ſcholemayſters with god 
manners hedge in the wit and diſpoſition of p ſcholler: 
whereby the bloſſoms of learning may p ſ@ner encreſe 
to a bud, any parents are in this to be miſltked which 
hauing neyther tryall of his honeſtie no2 experience of 
his learning to whome they committe the childe to bee 
taught, without any derpe 02 due conſtderation,put them 
to one epther ianoꝛaunt oz obſtinate, the which if they 
themſe lues ſhall doe of ignoꝛaunte the folly cannot bee 
ercuſed, if of obſtinacie their lewdeneſſe is to bæ abs 
boared. 

Some fathers are ouerteme with the flatteric of thoſe 
foles, which pꝛokeſſe outwardly greate knowledge, and 
ſhew a certepne binde of diſſcmbling Enceritie in their 
lpfe, others at the entreating of their familpar friendes 
are content to commit their ſonnes to one without cy 
ther ſubſtaunce of honeſtie 02 ſhadowe of lcarning. 


Wy which their vndilcrate dealing, thep ate lyke theſe 
licke 
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ficke men whiche retcct the erpert and cunning Phi⸗ 
ſition, and at the requeſt of their friendes admit the 
hedeleſſe pꝛadiſet which dawagereth the patient, and 
bzingeth the bodpe to his bane : 22 not vnipke vnto 
thoſe whiche at the inſtaunt and impoꝛztunate ſuite of 
their acquaintaunce refule a cunninge plot, and 
choſe an vnſkiltull Parriner , whiche hazardeth the 
ſhippe and themſelues in the calmcit ſea O God 
can there be any that hath the name cf a Father 
which wyll eſteeme moze the fancie of his frienve then 
the nurture of his ſonne 2 Jt was not in vapne that 
Crates would often ſap, that it it were lawfull euen in 
the market place, he would crye out: Mhether runne 
you Fathers, which haue all your carke and care to 
multiplye pour wealth,nothing regardinge pour chyl- 
dzen vnto whome pou muſt leaue all. Jnthys they 
reſemble him which is very curious about the ſhwe, 
and hath no care of the fte. 15cſtdes this there ber 
many fathers ſo inflamcd with the loue of wealth, that 
they bee as it were incenſed with hate againſte their 
childꝛeu which Ariſtippus, ſeinge in an olde miſer, 
did partly note it, this olde miſer aſkinge of Ariſtip⸗ 
« what hee would take to teach and bꝛinge vp hys 
— her aunſwered a thouſand groates , a thouſand 
groates, God ſheild aunſwered this olde huddle, haue 
two ſeruauntes of that pzice , Wnto whome hea made 
aunſwere,thou ſhalt haue two ſeruants and one ſonne, 
and whether wilt thou ſell? Js it not abſurde to haue 
ſo great a care of the right hande of the childe to cutte 
hrs meate, that if he handle his kmfe in the leaſt band 
we rebuke him ſeuerely and to bee ſeture ot bis nur- 
ture in diſcipline and learning: But what doe hap- 
pen vnto thoſe parentes , that bzinge vp there chil⸗ 
dzen lyke wanitons? 


TAben their ſonnes ſhall growe to mans eſtate, 
L. dildaining 
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diſdayninge nowe to bee cozreced, ſtebozne to obere, 
gyuing themſelnes to vaine pleaſures and vnleme - 
tppaſtimes, then with the foliihe trowans they be- 
ginne to ware wiſe and to repent them of thrire fozs 
mer foilpe , when their ſonnes ſhall in\umate them - 
ſelucs in the companye of flatterers, (a kinde of men 
mo2e perrulous to pouthe then any kinde of beaſtes, ) 
When they'(hall baunt hartottes, frequent tauerns,bee 
curious in their atty2e,coſtly in their dpet, careleſſe in 
their behauiouc, when they ſhall eyther be common 
d cers wyth nameſters, epther wanton dallpers with 
Ladpes, epther ſpende all their th:ift on wine, 02 all 
their wealth on women, then the Father curſcth dus 
owne ſecuritie and lamenteth to late bis childes my(- 
foztune, then the one accuſeth his @p2e,as it were of 
mallice that hæ woulde not bzunge bun vppe in lear⸗ 
ninge, and hunſelfc of nuſchiefe that her gaue not bis 
winde to god letters. If theſe pouthes bad bene trai⸗ 
ned vp in the companye of any Philoſopher , they 
would neuer haus bene ſo diſolute in they; lyfe, 02 ſo 
reſolute in their owne conceites, 

It is god nurture that leadeth to ver tue, and diſ⸗ 
criete demeanour that playneth the pathe to felicity, 
It one haue either the gutes of Foztune , as greate 
riches, oꝛ of nature, as ſa mel perſonage,bee is to ba 
diſpiſed in reſpec of learning. Zo be à noble man it 
is molt excellent,but that is our aunceſto;s, as Viyſs 
ſes lapde to A1ax,as fo: our nobilitie,our Rocke , our 
kindzed, and whatſocuer wee our ſelues baue not 
done, I ſcarcely accompt ours. Richeſſe are pzectous, 
but Foꝛtune ruleth the roſt , which oftentumes takcth 
away all from them that haue much, and gpueth them 
moze that had noth;nge , glozpe is a thinge wozthp 
fo bee followed, but as it 1s gotten wpth gerate tra⸗ 
uaple, ſo is it loſt in a mall tune, Beautie is ſuche 
a 
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a thing as wee commonly p2eferre befoze all thinges, 
pct it fadeth befo2e we percepue it to flozithe,bealth u 
that which all men defare, yet euer ſubica to any diſs 
caſe, ſtrength is to ba wythed fo2, pet is it eyther a⸗ 
bated wyth an ague, o: taken away un th age:wbos 
ſocuer therefoze boaſteth of tote, us tu to braſtly, ſa⸗ 
ing her 1s in that qualitie , not to bee compared wyth 
deaſtes, as the Lyon, Bull, tte Elepyant, It is vertue, 
pea, vertue, gentlemen, p maketh gentlemen, p maketh 
$ poꝛe rich, baſe bozne noble, the ſubien a ſoueraigne, 
tbe defozined beautifull , tbe ficke whole, the wcake 
ſtrong, the moſt myſerable moſt happy. There are two 
pamcipall and peculier gyftes in the nature of man, 
knowledge, and reaſon , the ene commaundcth , the 
other obepeth: thele thinges nepther the whiclin:s 
whale of Foztune can chaunge, nepther the deteite⸗ 
full cauulunge of wozlblinges ſeperate , nepther ficks 
neſſe abate,neither age aboliſh , It is oncly knowledge 
which wozne with peares warcth pounge,and when 
all thinges are cutte aware wyth the cycle of time, 
knowledge flo:iſhcth ſo highe that tune cannot reach 
it, warre taketh all things with it euen as the whirles 
pole,yct mu? it leaue leartunge behinde it, wherefoze 
it was wiſelye aunſwered in my opinion of Stil 

the Philoſopher , foz when Demetrius, wonne the Ci- 
tie and made it euen to the grounde leauinge nos 
thinge anding, der demaunded of Stiſpo whether he 
dad loft any thinge of his in this great ſpoyle : vnto 
home he aunſwered no berilpe , fo warre getteth 
no ſpoyle of vertue, Unto þ uke ſence may the anſwere 
of Socrates be applyed, whe Gorg1as aſked him whether 
be deemed the Verſian kinge happy on not, J knowe not 
ſayd be how much vertue 02 diſcipline he hath,fo2 hap 
pines doth not conſiſt in þ gifts of foztune,but in grace 


of vertue, But as there i nothing moze conuenient tht 
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enftruction fo; pouth, ſo would J baue them nurtercy 
in ſuch a place as 1s renowmed foz learning, voyde of 
tazrupte manners, vadefiled with vice, that ſongs 
no vayne dekghtes they maye the moze caſilye abs 
ſteyue from weenſious deſires , they that Qudye to 
pleaſe the multitude are ſuce to diſpleaſe the wyle, 
they that ſame to flatter rude people wyth their rude 
pꝛetentes, leuell at great honoure, haumge no apme 
at honeſtie, when J was bare a fudent in Athens, 
it was thought a arcate commendation fo: a pounge 
ſcholler to make an zation ertempoze, but certetnelp 
in my indgement it is vtterly to bæ condemned, foz 
whatſoeucr 1s done ralblye, is done alſo rawely , be 
that taketh vppon hun to ſpeake wythout pꝛemedy⸗ 
tation, knoweth, neyther howe to degynne, noz where 
to ende, but fallinge unto a vapne of bablinge , vtte- 
reth thoſe thinges whiche wyth modeſtye her houlde 
haue concealed, and fo2getteth thoſe thinges that be⸗ 
fo:e ha had concepued. An Ozation epther penned, 
epther pzemeditated,keepeth it ſelfe within the bounds 
of Decorum , J haue read that Pericles beemge at 
ſuad2y times called of the people to pleade , woulde 
alwapes aunſwere that be was not readpe: curn 
after the ſame manner Demoſthenes beetng ſent fo; 
to declaune ampddeſt the multitude, ſtaide and ſayd J 
am not yet pꝛouided. 

And in his inuectine agaynſt Mydas,he ſeemeth to 
pꝛayſe the p;ofitableneſſe of pzemedctation, J confeſſe 
lapth be, ye Athenians, that I haue ſtudyes and cons 
ſidered deepely wyth my ſeiſe what co ſpeake, o: 1 
were a ſot if without due conſideration bad of thoſe 
thinges that are to be ſpoken, J ſhoulde haue talked 
vnanuſedly, But I ſpeake this not ro this ende ta 
condeimne the ererciſe of the witte, but that J would 
not haue any pounge ſcholler openly to exercyle it, 

but 
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bat when he (hall grow both in age aud eloquence, in 
ſa much as de ſhall thzoughe great vſe 4 god memo2 pc 
be able aptly to'concctue & redelyp to vtter any thing the 
this ſaying extempoze bzungeth an admiration q delight 
to the auditoꝛpe, and linguler pzayſe and commenda- 
cion to the Wzatoz , Foz as hothat hath long time ben 
fettered with chaynes being releaſed halteth thzcugh 
the fozce of bis fozmer y2ons, ſo he that hath bene vſed 
to a ftricke kinde of pleading, when bee ſhall talke 
erte mpoꝛe wil ſauo2 of his fozmer penning. But if any 
Mal vſe it as it wer a pzecept fo2 youth to tattle extem⸗ 
po2e,be wil in time hing them to an unmoderate kinde 
of humilitie. 4 certein painter bꝛought to Appelles the 
counterfaite of a face in a table ſaying : loe Appelles J 
d:ew this cut now whervato he replyed. Af the u hadſt 

ben ſilent J would haue tudged this picture to haue ben 
framed of þ ſodam J maruel Þ in this time thou couldiſt 
not papat many moꝛe of theſe, But retourne we again, 
as J woulde bane tragicall and ſtately ſtile ſhunned, ſo 
would J baue that abiec +4 baſe ph2aſe eſchucd,foz this 
ſwellyng kinde of talke hath lyttle modeſtte, the other 


nothing moacth, | 
Beudes this to haue the o2ation all one in euerpe 


part, neither adoꝛned with fine figures,neither ſpzinck- 
led with choy ſe phzaſes, bzungeth teadiouſnelſe to the 
hearers,and argueth the ſpeaker of lyttle learning and 
leſſe eloquence. He ſhaulde moze ouer talke of manye 
matters. not alwayes harpe vpon one ring, be that al- 
w ies ſingeth one note without dcſkant b2z@deth no bes 
lygbt, he that al wapes playeth one part bzingetb loth- 
ſomeneſſe to the care, It 1s varietie that moucth the 
minde of all men, and one thing ſapd twice (as wa ſap 
commonly) oeſerncth a trudge , Homer woulde ſay 
that it loathed hun to repeate any thing agayne though 


it were neuer ſo pleaſannt os p2zefitable , Though the 
L.it), Role 
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Roſe be ſwate pet being tyed with the Titolet the mel 
is moꝛe fragraunte, though meate nurriſh, yet hauing 
god ſauo2 it p;ouoketh the appetite. The fayꝛeſt noſc- 
gay ts mate of many flowers, the fine ſt puture of ſuns 
dꝛy colours þ wholcſomeſt medicine of diners hearbs: 
wherekoꝛe it behoucth youth with all induttry to ſerch 
not onely the harde queſtions of the Yhilelopbers, but 
aiſo the fine caſes of the Lawicrs, not only the quirks 
and quillyties of the Logicians, but alſo to haue a 
ſight in the numbers of the Arithmetricians, the Trys 
angles and Circles of the Geometricians, the Sphere 
and Globe of the A ſtrologians, the notes and crochets 
of the uſicians, p odde conceits of the Poets, the ſims 
ples of the Phiſicions, and in all thinges , to the ende 
that when they (hal be willed to talke of any of them, 
they may be 1gno2aunt in nothing. He p hath a gardem 
plot doth aſwel ſow the pothearb as the Pargerom,as 
well the Locke as the Lyllpe, as well the wholeſome - 
Jſoppe, as the faire Carnation , the which he doth to 
the entent he may haue wholeſome hearbes as well to 


nurriſh his tnwarde parts as ſwete flowers to pleaſe 


his outwarde deſire, aſwell fruttefull plantes fo refreſh 
his ſences, as fapꝛe ſhewes to pleaſe his ſighte, Cuen 
ſo wholoeuer that hath a ſharpe and capable witte, let 
dim aſwell giue his minde to ſacred knowledge of di- 
uinitie, as to the pꝛofounde ſtudpe of Philoſopbye,thaf 
by his witte he may not onelp reape plcaſure but pꝛo⸗ 
fite, not oncly contentacion in minde, but qupetnelle 
in conſcience . J will p2ocade in the Education. 

I woulde haue them firſt of all to follow Philoſo⸗ 
phie, as molt auncient, yea moſt excellent, foz as it is 
pleaſaunt to paſſe thozow many fapꝛe Cities, but moſt 
pleaſaunt to dwell in the fayzeſt, euen ſo to reade 
many Þ1iſtozyes and artes pleaſaunt but as it were to 
lodge with Philoſoph y molt pꝛofitable. 

| It 
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It was pzefely ſapd of Bion the Philoſopher . C⸗ 
uen as when the woers coulde not haue the companyc 
of Penelope they runne to hir handemapdes: ſo they 
that cannot attayne to the knowledge of Philoſophie, 
apply ther mindes to things moſt vyle and contemp- 
tible. CUherefoze we muſt pzefer Philoſophie, as the 
onely Pzinceſſe of all Scyenccs , and other artes as 
wayting Papdes. Foz the curinge and kepinge m 
temper of the bodye , man by his induſtrye hath 
founde two thinges , Philicke and Exerciſe, the one 
cureth ſickenefle, the other pꝛelerueth the body in tem⸗ 
per, but there is nothing that may heale diſeaſes, 02 
cure the woundes of the minde but onely Philoſophy. 
Vy this ſhall wee learne what is boneſt what viſho- 
neſt, what is right what is wzong , and that J maye 
in one woꝛde ſay what map be ſapd, what is to be kno⸗ 
wen what is to be auopded, what to be embꝛaced, how 
we ought to obap our parents, reverence our Elders, 
entertepne ſtraungers, honour the Pagiſkrates , loue 
our frienres, lpue with our wpues, vſe cur ſeruaunts, 
how we ſhould woꝛſhip God, be dutifull to our fathers, 
ſtande in awe of our ſuperiours,obay lawes, giue place 
fo officers, how we may chuſe friendes, nurture our 
childzcn, and that which is moſt noble how we ſhould 
nepther be fo pzowde in pꝛoſperitie, neyther penliue 

in aduerſitie, nepthr lyke beaſts onercome with anger. 

And here J cannot but lament Athens, which hauing 

ben alwairs þ nurſe of Philoſophers, doth now nurriſh 
only p name of Philoſophy. Foz to ſpeake playnly of Þ 
diſoꝛder of Athens, who doth not ſe it, and ſozrow at 
it? ſuch playing at dice, ſuch quaffing of dzinke, ſuch 

dalpaunce with woemen, ſuch daunüng, that in my o⸗ 
pinion ther is no quaffer in Flaunders ſo giuen to typ⸗ 

plynge , no courtter in Italy ſo qmen to rpotte, no cre⸗ 


ature in the woꝛlde ſo milled as a ſtudent or 
uc 
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Such aconſaſion of degrees, that the Scholler knoweth 
not his ductic to the Loathclo2,noz the Bachcloz to the 
Malter, no: the Paiſter to the Doctoz , Such cozrup- 
tion of manners, cont:mpt of Pagiltrates , ſuch open 
ſianes, ſuch puuie villanpe, ſuch quarrellynge in the 
ſt; ates, ſuch ſubtile pꝛactiſes in chambers, as maketh 
my hcarte to melt with ſozrowe to thinke of it, and 
ſhoulde cauſe pour mindes gentlemen to penitent to re⸗ 
member it. 

2eoucr who doth know a ſcholler by his habite⸗ 
Is there any hatte of ſo vnſgmely a faſhion, any dub- 
lette of ſo long a waſte, any hoſe ſo ſho2t,any attire ei- 
ther ſo coſtlp , 02 ſa courtly, epther ſo ſtraunge in ma⸗ 
king oz ſo monſtrous in wearing, th+tis not wozne of 
a ſcholler:haue thep not nowe in ſteede of blacke cloth 
blacke veluet, in ſteede of courſe ſackecloth fine ilke? 
Be they not moꝛe like courtiers the ſchollers, moꝛe like 
ſtageplapers then ſtudentes, moze lyke ruffians of Nas 
ples then diſputers in Athens ? J woulde to God they 
did not inutate all other nations in the vice of p minde 
as they doe in the attire of their body, foz certeynelye 
as there is no nation whoſe faſhion in apparel they do 
not vſe, ſo is there no wickedneſſe publyſhed in anye 
place, i they do not pzantize. I thinke that in Sodom and 
Gomora, there was nenermoze filthineſſe, neuer moꝛe 


pꝛpde in Kome, moze popſonung in Italy, moze lpinge 


in Crete, moze pꝛiuie ſpoyling in Spayne, moze Jdcla- 
try in Aegypt, then is at this dap in Athens, neuer ſuch 
ſectes among the Heathens, ſuch ſchiſmes amongſt the 
Turkes, ſuch mil belafe among þ Inſidells, as is now 
among Schollers. Be ther not many in Athens which 
thincke ther is no God: no redemption?no reſurrection? 

What ſhame is this gentlemen that a plate ſo re⸗ 
nowmed fo: god learning, thould be fo ſhamed fo2 ill 
tpuinge? that where grace doth abounde, ſinne ſhonlde 
ſo 
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ſo ſuperabound?y-wher 5 greateſt pꝛofeſſion of know- 
ledge is, ther ſhould alſo be þ leaſt pʒadiſing of boneſtte. 
J haue read of many TWmnerſities , as of Padua, m 
Italy, Paris in Fraunce, Wittenberge in Germame , an 
England of Oxford 4 C which if they were 
halfe fo ill as Atheus they were ta to bad, as I haue 
heard as they bre, they be ſtarke nougbt. | 

Put J can ſpeake the leſſe againſt them, fo? that 3 
was neuer in them pet can J not chuſe but be agriened, 
that by repo2t Jam entozced rather to actuſe them of 
vanitie then excuſe them any way, Ah gentlemt what 
is to be luked fo2;nay what is not to be fearrd, when 

the temple of Veſta where birgins chould liue is tyke 
the ſtewes, fraight with ſtrompete ohen p Alter where

loſt their ſauour with impietre ? | 

Is it not become a hy wozd amonalt the common 
people, that they had rather ſend their chidꝛen to the 
carte, then to the Aniuerſttic being induced ſo to ſape, 
foz the abuſe that raigneth in the Uninerſtties, 
who ſending their ſonnes to attayne knowledge, unde 
them little better learned, but a great deale wozſe lp⸗ 
ned then when they went, and not onelp vnth zartes of 
their money, but alſo banckeroutes of: god manners: 
as not this the tauſe that cauſed q ſumple woman in 
Greece to extlaime againſt Athens, ſaying. 

The Maiſter and the Schaller, the Tuter and the 
Nupill ber hothe ngrœde, fo the one careth not howe 
lyttle pame her taheth foꝛ his moneye, the other hows 
little learning . A prrrepue that in Athens there ber 
no chaungeunges: When of olde it was ſaxve to 
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a Lacedemoman that al! þ Grecians knew honeſty,buf 
not one p:actiſed it. When Panathænea were celebzas 
ted at Achens, an olde man going to take a place was 
mockingly reiected, at the laſt comming among the La - 
cedemonians all the youth-gane him place, which p A- 
thenians liked well off, then one of the Sparthans cty⸗ 
ed out: Uerily þ Athenians know what ſhould be done, 
bat they ueuer doe it. 

When one of the Lacedemonians had bene fo2 a 
certeine time in Athens ſeeing nothinge but dauncing, 
dic inge, banquetinge , ſurfeptinge, and licencious be- 
bautonr, retourninge dame be was aſked howe all 
things ſtode in Athens, to whome he aunſwered, all 
thinges are honeſt there,meaning that the Athenians 
accompted all thinges god, and nothing bad . Howe 
ſuch abuſes ſhould o2 might be redꝛeſſed in al Untuer⸗ 
ſities,eſpecially in Athens, if J were of authozitie to 
commanunde , it ſhould be ſcene, o2 of credite to pers 
ſwade thoſe that haue the dealinges wyth them, it 
ſhould ſone be ſhowne, * / 

And vntill J ſee better refozmation in Athens, my 
younge Ephzbus,thall not be nurtured in Athens. J 
haue ſpoken all this that you gentlemen might ſee 
bow þ Philo in Athens pzactiſe nothing leſſe then Phi- 
loſophy, what ſcholler is he that is ſo ʒealous at his 
boke as Chriſippus, who, had not his maide Meliſſa 
thꝛuſt mcate into his mouth hadde periſhed with fa⸗ 
mine beringe, alwape ſtudping 2 Who ſo watchfull 
as Ariſtotle, who going to bedde woulde haue a ball 
of b2aſſe in his hande, that if he ſhoulde be taken in 
a lomber , it might fall and awake hym? No,no, the 
tymes are chaunged as Ouid ſayeth , and wier are 
chaunged in the times „let vs cndeuour cuerpe one 
to amende one, and wee ſhall all ſone bee amended, 
let vs giue no occaſion of repzoche, and wee ſhall 
ne 
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moze ealily beare the durden of falſe repoꝛtes, and 
as we ſe by learninge what wer ſhoulde doe, ſo let 
bs doe as we learne,then ſhall; Athens floziſhe,then 
ſhall the ſtudentes ber had in greate reputation, then 
ſhall learning haue bis byze, and euer pe god ſcholler 
bis hope - But retourne wer once agapne to Phis 
lo , Where is amongſt men à trifolde kinde of lyfe, 
Actiue which is about ciuill function and adminiftra- 
tion of the common weale, Speculatiue, which is in 
continuall meditation and ſtudye. The thirde a lyfe 
ledde , moſte conumonlye. a- lewde lyfe, an idle and 
vaine lyfe, the lyfe that the Epicures accompte their 
whole felicifte, a voluptuous lyſe replemiſhed wyth all 
kinde of vanitie, if this Acine {yfe be wythout Philo- 
ſophy it is an idle lyfe,oz at this leeft a life euil umplop⸗ 
ed which is wozſe: if the contemplatiue life bee ſeperas 
ted from the Active it 5 moſt ynp2ofitable. A woulde 


therefoze haue my youth,lo to beſtowe his tudye,as 
bee map both ber exerciſed in the common weale, to 
common pzofite , and well imploped pꝛiuately fo hys 
owne perfection, ſo as by his fudye,, the rule her ſhall 
beare maye bie directed, and by his gouernment his 
ſfudye maye be increaſed , in this manner dyd Peri- 
cles deale in ciuill atfapꝛes, after this ſoꝛt dyd Archi- 
tas Tarentine, Dion the Sytacuſian, the Thebatie 
Epiminides gouerne their cities: oz 5̊ ererciſe of the 
bodpe it is neceſſary alſo ſomewhat be added, that is 
that the childe ſhoulde be at ſuch times, permitted to 
recreate himſelfe, when his minde is ouertome wyth 
Nudie, leaſt dullinge himſelfe wyth ouermuche indu⸗ 
ſtry be become vnfit afterwarde to conceine readys 
ly, beſides this it will cauſe an apte compoſition and 
that naturall ſtrength Þ it befoze retayned, A god com- 
poſition of the body laicth a god foundation of olde age, 
foz as in the fayze Sommer wo mepare all thinges 
| P. ij. ne ceſſarp 
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aeceſſary fo; the cold linter: ſo god manners in youth 
and lawfult exerciſes be as it were viduals and now- 
rithmentes fo2 age, pet are their labours and paſtimes 
ſo to ber tempered that they weaken not their bodyes 
moꝛe by ꝑlaye then otherwyle they ſhoulde haue done 
by ftudye;and ſo to be vſod chat they addict not them⸗ 
ſelnes moze to the exertiſe of the limmes then the fol⸗ 
lowing of learning, the greateſt enemies to diſcipline 
as Plato recompteth, are labours & ſlepe. It is atſo re- 
guiſite that hee bæ expert in marciall affayzes, in ſho-, 
ting, in dartiug,that be hawke and hunt, foꝛ his honeſt 
paſtune and recreation, and if after theſe paltimes hee 
ſhall femme ſecure; nothinge regardinge his bokes, J 
would not haue him, ſcourged w ſtripes, but thꝛeatned 
with woꝛds, not dulled with blowes, like ſeruaunts the 
which the moze they are beaten the better they beare 
it, and the leſle they care fo?' it,fo2 chrid2cn of god diſ⸗ 
poſition are either {nated by p2aiſe to goe fozwarde,oz 
ſhamed by diſpꝛaiſe to commit the like offence: thoſe of 
obſtinate 4 blockiſh behamour,are neither with woꝛds 
to be perſwaded, neither with ſtripes to be co2rected, 
Che muſt now be tated. with ſharp rebukes, ſtraight 
wapes admoniſhed with fatre woꝛdes, nowe thꝛeatned 
a paiment, by and by pꝛomiſed a reward, 1 dealt with⸗ 
all as nurſes doe with the babes, whom after they haue 
made to crp, they pꝛofer the teate, but diliget hede muſt 
be taken p he be not pꝛaiſed abone meaſure, leaſt ſtan⸗ 
ding to much in his owne concette, he become alſo ob- 
ſtinate in his owne opinions. J haue knowen many fas 
thers whoſe-areat lone towards their ſonnes hath bene 
the cauſe in time that they loued them not, foz when 
they ſer a ſharpe witte in their ſonne ko conceiue foz 
the deſtre they haue that her ſhoulde out rumme his fel⸗ 
lowes, they loaden him with continnall exerciſe, which 
is the oncly cauſe that bee fincketh vnder bis burden, 
and 
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and giueth ouer in the playhe ffelde . Planes cre nur⸗ 
riſhed with lyttie rapne, pet vꝛowned with much cuen 
ſo the minds with indifferent labour wareth moze per- 
fect, with much ſtudie it is made fruitcleſſe . Te muſt 
conſiver that all our lyfe is deuided into remiſſion and 
ſtadpe. 

As there is watchinge, ſo is there ſlerpe, as there 
is warre, ſo is there peace, as there is T inter, ſo is 
there Sommer, as there be many wozking dapes, ſo 
is there alſo many holydapes,# if J may ſpeake all in 
one woꝛde, eaſe is the ſauce of labour, which is playne- 
ly to be ſcene not onely in lpuing thinges , but alſo in 
things without lyfe: We vnbende the bowe that wer 
mape the better bende him, wee vnloſe the harpe that 
we may the ſoner tune him, the body is kept in health 
aſwell with faſting as eating, the minde healed with 
eaſe aſwell as with labour, thoſe parents are in minde 
to be miſlyed which committe the whole care of their 
thilde to the cuſtody of a hirelyng, nepther aſkinge - 
neither knowing how their childzen pꝛofite in lerning, 
Fo? if the father were deſirous to examine his ſonne 
in that which he hath learned,the mayſter woulde bee 
moꝛe carefall what he did teach. But ſeeinge the fa⸗ 
ther careleſſe what theylearne, he is alſo ſecure what 
he teacheth, that notable ſaying of p Vozſekeeper maye 
bere be applped which ſapde, nothinge did ſo fatte the 
hoꝛſe as the eve of the King , Mozeouer J woulde haue 
the memoꝛpe of child2en continually to be ererciſed, 

hich is the areatelt furtheraunce fo lcarninge that 
can be. 

Foꝛ this cauſe they fayned in their olde fables me⸗ 
mo2y to be the mother of perfection. Childꝛen are to 
be chaſtiſed if they ſhal vſe any filthy o2 vaſeemly talke, 
foꝛ as Democrates ſayth, the wozde1s the ſhabowe of 
the woꝛke: they muſt be ecourceous in their behaviour, 
P. ui. lowlp 
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lowely in their ſpeach,not diſdayning their cock mates 
o2 refrapning their company: they mult not lyue wan- 
tonlp, neyther ſpcake umpudently, nepther angry with⸗ 
out cauſe, neyther quarrellous without choler A young 
man being peruerle in nature, 4 pzonde in wozds and 
manners, gaue Socrates a ſpurne, who being moned by 
his fellowes to giue him an other: If ſayd Socrates an 
vile had kicked me, woulde pou alſo haue me to kicke 
hun againe, the greateſt wiſedome in Socrates in cou 
pꝛeſſing bis anger is woꝛthy great commendacion, 
Architas Tarentine retourning from warre and finding 
his grounde euergrowen with weedes and tourned vp 
with Powles, lent fo2 bis Farmonr vnto whome hee 
ſayde: If J were not angrye J woulde make the re- 
pent thy ill huſ band2p; Lato hauing a ſeruannt whoſe 
bliſſc was in fillyng of his belly , ſainge hun on a time 
idle and vnhoncſt in behamour, ſayd out of my lighte, 
fo; Jam incenſed with anger, 

Althoughe theſe enſamples be harde to imitate, pet 
ſhoulde euery man do his endenour to rep2eſle that hot 
and heady humoz which he is by nature ſubicge vnto. 
To be ſilent and diſcrete in companye, thoughe manye 
thinke it a thing of no great wayghte 02 unpoztaunce, 
vet is it moſt requiſite fo; a young man and molt ne⸗ 
tceſſar y foꝛ my bphrbus, It neuer hath bene hurtefall 
to any to holde his peace, to ſpeake, damage fo manye, 
what ſo is kept in ſilece is huſbt but what ſocuer is bab- 
blcd out cannot agapne be recalled, We mare lor the 
cunning and curious wozke of Nature, which bath bars 
red and hedged nothing in fo ſtronglye, as the tongue, 
with two rowes of tath, therewuh two lyppes. beſides 
ſh: hath placed it farre from the hearte, that it ſhoulde 
not vtter that which the bearte had concciut d. this al⸗ 
ſo ſhoulde cauſ: vs to be ſilente, ſainge thoſe that vſe 


much talke thourh they ſpeake trucly arc ncuer bela-⸗ 
ued, 
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aed , Wyne therefoze is to be refrapned which is ters 
med to be the glaſſe of the innide, and it is an olde Pzcs 
uerbe : Ahatſocuer is in the heart of the ſober man, 
is in the mouth of the dzunckarde . Bras holding his 
tongue at a feaſt, was tearmed there of a tatler to ba 
a fle, who ſapde,is there any wiſe man that can holde 
bis tongue amidſt the wine: vnto whome Bias aunſwee 
red, there is no fole that can, 

A ccrtepne gentleman bare in Athens, innited the 
kinas Legates to a coſtly and ſumptuous ſeaſt, where 
alſo he aſſembled many Philoſophers,and talhing of di⸗ 
uers matters both of the common weale and learning, 
onely Zeno ſapd nething. Then the ambaſſado2s ſaid, 
what ſhall wee ſhewe of ther O Zeno to the king. Ho⸗ 
thing aunſwercd hee, but that there is an olde man in 
Athens that anuddeſt the pottes coulde holde his peace, 
Anacharlis ſuppinge with Solon, was founde a lcepe, 

bauing bis right hande befoze his mouth, his lefte vpon 
his pꝛiuities, wherby was noted that the tongue ſhould 

be rayned with the ttrongeſt bzible , Zeno bicauſe her 

woulde not be enfo:ccd to reneale any thinge agaynſt 

his will by tozments,bitte of his tongue and ſpit it in 

the face of the Zp2aunt, 

Nowe when child2en ſhall by wiſcdome and vſe 
refrayne from auer much tatlyng,lette them alſo be ad⸗ 
momtſhed that when they ſhall ſpeake, they ſpeake nos 
thing but truth, to lye is a vyce molt dete ſtable, not to 
be ſuffered in a ave, much leſſe ma ſonne , But the 
greateſt thinge is vet behinde, whether that thoſe are 
to ber admitted as cockemates with childzen which 
lone them cutircly, o: whether ther ber to ber baniſhed 
from them. 

When as I ſ& manpe fathcrs moze crucll to their 
children then carefull of them, which thincke it not 
neceſarpe to haue thoſe about them, that moſt tender 
them, 
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them, then d am halfe as it were in a-donbte fo nine 
counſe!l , But wen J call to my remembzaunce 50- 
crates, Plato, Xenophon, Etichines, Srbetes, and all 
thoſe tbat ſo much commende the loue of men, which 
hauc alſo bzought vpp many to great rule, reaſon and 
pictte,then q am encouragedto imitate thoſe whoſe cx- 
cellencie doth wart ant my pꝛetepts to be perfect, If 
any (hall loue the childe (02 his comely countenannce, 
hum woulde J baue to be bamiſhed as a moſt daungc- 
rous and in egious beaſt, it hee ſhall loue bun fog his 
ſfathers ſake, oꝛ foz his own god qualpties, bum would 
haue to be with hun alwapes as ſuperuiſeur of hys 
manners: ſuch bath it bene in times paſt the loue of 
ona thenan to the other, and of one Lace demonian 
to the othet. 

But having ſayde almoſt ſufficient foz the cducaty/ 
on of a chulde, J will (pcatic two wozds,how he ſhould 
be trayned when he aroweth in yeares, I cannot but 
miyke the nature of dincrs parentes which appoynte 
oucrſers and tutotit fo; their thildꝛen in their tender 
age, and ſuffer them when they come to be poung men, 
to haue the bꝛidle 1a therre owne bande, knoweng not 
that age requireth rather a harde ſnaffle then a pleaſant 
bit, and is ſoncr allnred to wickedneſſe then childetod, 
(Uho knoweth not the eſcapes of child2en, as they are 
ſmall ſo they are ſone amended 2 eyther with thicates 
they ar to be reme ned 02 with faire promiſies fo be rc 
warded. Wut the finnes and fanits ct young men are 
almoſt oꝛ altoxether mtollerable, which giue theſclues 
to be delpcate in their dyet, pꝛodigall in their expente, 
vſing diemg, dauncing, dꝛonkennelle detlow zung of vir- 
gens, abuſing wyucs, committing avulkeries, and ac⸗ 
counting all things hoack that are molt detectable, 
ere therefor mu be vſed a due regarde that theire 
luſt map be reperüed, ter ryot abated, them courage 
colcd, 
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cold, fo: hard it is to ſ a young man to bee maiſtey 
of hunſelfe which peldeth himſclie as it were a bonde 
llaue, to fonde and oucrlathinge aſteaions. Wiſe pa⸗ 
rentes cught to take god hede, eſpe ciallp at this tune, 
they frame their ſonnes to mobeſty, eyther by thzcats 
02 by rewardes,cither by faire pzonuſes 02 ſcuere pꝛac. 
fiſes,epther ſhewinge the miſeries ot thoſe that haue 
ben ouercome with wildencfſe,o2 the happineſſe of the 
that haue contemed themſelues wythin the bandes of 
reaſon:theſe two are as it were the cnſignes of vertue, 
the hope of honour,the feare of puniſhment, But chiefs 
ly parents muſt cauſe their pouths to abandon the (0s 
ciette of thoſe which are noted of euill liuing + lewde 
behautour, which Pichagoras ſemed ſomewhat obſcure⸗ 
Ip to note in thele his lap inges. 

F:irft,that one ſhould abſteine from the taſt of thoſe 
thinaes that baue blacke taples, That is, we muſt not 
vle the companye of thoſe whoſe cozrupt manners do 
as it were make their [yfe blacke, Not to goe aboue 
the ballaunce, that is, to reuerence Juthce,nepther foz 
fcare o Battery to leane to any one parnalip, not ta 
Ive in idlenefſe, that is, that Noth houlbe bee abhozred: 
That we ſhould not ſhake cucry man by the hande: 
Chat is, wa ſhould not contra friendſhippe wyth all; 
Not to weare a ſtraite ringe: That is that we ſhould 
leade our life ſo as wer nade not to fetter it wyth 
cheynes : Not to bzing fire to a laughter : That is, 
we muſt not pꝛoucke anpe that is furious wyth 
wo2des : Not to cate our heartes: That ta, that wee 
Houlde not vere our ſelues wpth thoughtes, conſume 
our borves with ficnhes, wyth fobbes, o2 with care to 
pine dur carcaſſes : To abfteine from beanes,that is, 
not to meddle in Quill affayzes oz buſineſſe of the 
common weale,fo2 in the olde tunes the election of mas 
giſtrates was made by the pullinge of beancs: Not 
N. to 
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to put our meate in Scapio , That is w ſhoulde not 
ſpeake of manners 02 vertue , to thoſe whoſe mindes 
are infected with vice . Not to retire when wer are 
come to the ende of our race. &bat is, when wa 
arc at the poynte of deathe, wee ſhoulde not be oppꝛel⸗ 
ſed wyth griete. but willingly yelde to natuce . But J 
will retourne to my fo2mer p2eceptes , that is, that 
pounge men ſhoulde bir kept from the company of 
thoſe that are wicked,cſpectally from the ni ht of the 
flatterer, Fo: J ſay now as J baue oftentimes befoze 
ſaydez, that there is no kmde of beaſt ſo noyſome as 
the flatterer, nothing that will ſoner conſume bothe 
the ſonne and the Father and all honeſt friendes , 
ben the Father erhu2teth the ſonne to ſobzietpe, 
the flatterer pzouoketh hym to wine , when the Fa- 
ther weaneth them to continencie, the flatterer allu⸗ 
reth them to luſt, when the Father adimenitheth them 
to th:ifte,the flatterer baleth them to pꝛodigallitpe, 
when the Father encourageth them to labour, the flats 
terer lapeth a cuſhion vader his cldbowe to (leepe, 
biddinge them to cate,d2incke, and bee merry,fo2 that 
the Iyfe of man is ſone gone, and but as a ſhoꝛt ſhas 
dowe, and ſeeinge that woe haue but a whple to lyue, 
who woulde lpue lyke a ſernaunt : thep ſape that 
no we their Fathers ba oloc and doate thzough age 
Ipke Saturnus, 

Dereof if cometh 9 young men giuing not onely at- 
tentiuc care but redy copne to flatterers fall into ſuch 
myſſoztunc, heercof it p2occedeth that they baunt the 
ſtewes, marry beto2e they be wyſe, and dye beſoze they 
thꝛine. Thele be the beaſ's which line by ß trenchers 
of pounge aentlomen,t conſumc the treaſures of their 
rettene wes, theſe be they that ſothe pounge ponthes in 
ther owne ſapinges , that vpholde them in all they: 
doinges with a yea,02 nay,theſe be they that are at c- 
ucrp 
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nery becke at cuery nod, ſreemen by foztunc, ſlaues by 
fra wil, Whertfo2s if there be any fathers that we uld 
haue bis childzen nuctured and bought vp in hone⸗ 
ye „let him expell theſe Panthers, whiche haue a 
ſwate ſmell but a detouringe nunde: pet weulde A 
not haue parentes altogether pꝛeciſe, o2 to ſeucre in 
cozremon, but let them wyrh mildencilc-ſozapue light 
offences, and remember that thep theniſclucs haue 
bene younge,as the P gilition by mnglinge bitter pop⸗ 
ſons with ſweate liquoz, bzingeth healthe to the bo⸗ 
dy, ſo the Father with tharpe rebukes (caſoned with 
louing lokes, caaſeth a redꝛeſſe and ainendement in his 
childe Bat if the Father be th2zoughly angry vpon god 
occaſion,let him not continue his rage,fo2 I had rather 
he ſhould be (one angry then harde to be pleaſed, fo: 
when the ſonne ſhall perceine that the Father hathe 
toncepued rather a hate then a heate againſte hum, 
be becommeth deſperate, neyther regarding his fathers 
ire,ncither his owne duetie. Some light faults let them 
diſſemble as though they knewe thein not,x ſ&ing them 
let them not ſeeme to ſx them,# hearing them let them 
not ſeme to heare. We canealily foꝛget the offences of 
our friendes be they neuer ſo great, and ſhall wee not 
fo:qpae the eſcapes of our childꝛen be they neuer ſo 
mall: We beare oftentunes with our ſeruaunts and 
ſhall we not lomtimes with our ſonnes:the faireſt Jen⸗ 
net is ruled as well with the wand as with the ſpurre, 
the wildeſt childe is aſſone cozreced with a wozd as 

w a weapon. It thy ſonne be ſo ſtubboꝛne obſtinately to 

rebel againſt the,o2 ſo wilful to per ſeuer in his wicked⸗ 

nes vᷣ neither foꝛ feare of puniſhmtt, neither ſoꝛ hope of 
reward, he is any wap to be reclaimed , then ſeke out 

ſome marriage fit foꝛ his degree which is p ſureſt bond 

of youth a the ſtrõgeſt chain to fetter affections Þ can be 

found, Vet let his wife be ſuch a one as is neither much 

N. i. moe 
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moe noble in birth, o: farre mo2e richer in codes, but 
acco2ding to the wyſe ſaying : choſe one eucry way, 
as nere as may be equall in both: foz they that doe 
dellre greate dowzies doe rather marrye themſelacs 
to the wealth then fo their wife , But to retourne fo 
the matter, it ts moſt requiſite, that Fathers both by 
their diſcreet counſaile, and alſo their honeſt conuerſati⸗ 
on, bes an enſample of imitation fo their childzen, that 
bee ſeeinge in their parentes as it were in a glalle the 
per ledion of manners, they mape be encouraged by 
their vp2tabt liuinge, to pzactiſe the lpke pietie: fo2 if 
a Father rebuke his childe of ſwearinge , and hoe 
himſelfe a blaſphemo2,doth he not ſ&,that in detecting 
his ſonnes vice, be alſo noteth his owne, Ik the father 
counſaple the ſonne to refraine wine, as molt vnhole⸗ 
ſome, and dꝛincke himſelfe immoderatelp, doth ha not 
as well repꝛoue his owne folly, as rebuke hys ſonnes? 
Age alway ought to bee a my2roz fo2 youth, foz where 
olde age is impudent there certeinly youth muſt needs 
be ſhameleſſe, where the aged haue no reſpec of their 
honozable and grape haires , there the pounge gals 
launtes haue little regarde of their honeſt behamour, 
F in one woꝛd to conclude al, wher age is paſt grauitie, 
there youth is paſt grace, The ſum of all wherewith A 
would haue my Ephæbus endued, t how J would haue 
hun inſtructed, ſhall bzicfly appeare in this following. 
Firſt, that he be of honeſt parents, nurſed of his mother, 
bꝛought vp in luch a place as isintoꝛrupt both fo2 ; aire 
manners, wyth ſuch a perſon as is vnde filed of great 
zeale; of pzofounde knowledge, of abſolute perfection, 
that bee inſkruced-tn Philoſophy, whereby hee map at⸗ 
keyne learninge, and haue in all ſciences a \mcake, 
whereby he maye readi'y diſpute of any thing. That 
his body be kept in his pure ſtrength by honeſt exerciſe, 
hys witte and memozy,by diligent ſtudd. 
That 
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That he abandon all allurements of vice, and contin 
ally caclyne to vertue, which if it ſhail as it may come 
to paſſe, then doe J hope that if cucr Viatocs common 
weale ſhall flouriſh, that my Ephæbus, ſhall be a Citi/ 
zen, that if Ariſtotle fined any happpe man it will ber 
my childe, if Tullye conleſſe anye to bee an abſolute 
Ozatoꝛ, it will be my poung youth . J am here there- 
foe gentlemen to exhoꝛt you, that with all induftry you 
apply your mindes to the ſtudie of Philoſophye , that 
as you pꝛokeſſe pour ſelues ſtudents, ſo pou mape be 
ſtudents, that as you diſdayne not the name of a ſchol⸗ 
ler, ſo you wil not be fund vopde of the duetie of ſchol- 
lers, let not your minds be carried away with vayn de⸗ 
lpahts, as with trauapling into far and ſtraunge coun⸗ 
trpes, where pou ſhal ſee mo2e wickednclle, then learne 
bertue and witte, Neyther with coltiye attire of the 
new cutte, the Dutch hatte, the French hoſe, the Spa» 
nith rapter, the Italian hilte, and J know not what. 
Calt not your eyes on the beautie of woemen, leaſte 
ve caſt away your heartes with folly,lef not that fonde 
loue, wherewith pouthe fatteth humſelle as fatte as a 
folc, infec you, fo2 as a ſinew beeing cut though it be 
healed there will alwapes remapne a ſcarte, oz as fine 
lynnen ſtapned with blacke incke, though it be waſhed 
neuer ſo often, will haue an pꝛon mowle, ſo ß minde 
once mangled oꝛ mapmed with loue, though it be neuer 
ſo well cured with reaſon, oz coled by wiſedome, pet 
there will appeare a ſcar-by p which one. may gelle the 
minde hath bene pierced, and a blemuh whereby one 
mape indge the hearte bathe bene ayned, 1 
Refrayne from dycing which was the onely cauſe 
that Pyrcus was ſtriken to the hearte, and from dauns 
cing which was the meanes p loſt lohn Baptiſts head.

Let 
not cnerp June and Alchouſe in Athens be as it were 
pour chamber, frequent not thoſe oꝛdinarie tables wher 
cyther fo2 the deſire of delycate cates, oꝛ the metinge 
of pouthefull compamons, ye both ſpend? pour money 
vaynelp and pour tune idly, Imitate hun in lyfe whom 
ye honour (o2 his learning, Ariltotte, who was neuer 
ſeene in the company of thoſe that idelly beſtowed then 
time. 

There is nothing moꝛe ſwifter then time, nothings 
moꝛe ſ werter, we haue not as Seneca ſapth lyttle tyme 
to lyue, but wir leele much, neyther haue weer a ſhoꝛte 
Iyfe by Nature, but we make it ſhoꝛter by naughtines, 
dur lyfe is long if we know how to vie it. Followe 
Appelles that cunning and wile Painter, which would 
lette no day paſſe ouer his heade without a lyne, with⸗ 
out ſome labour. It was p2etely ſayde of Heſiodas, 
lette vs indcanour by reaſon to ercell beaſtes, ſceinge 
beaſtes by nature ercell men, although ſtrickely taken 
it be not ſo, foꝛ that man is endewed with a ſoule, yet 
taken touching their perfection of ſences in their kinde 
it is moſt certeme. Doth not the Lyon foꝛ ſtrengthe, 
the Turtle fo2 lone, the Ante fo; labour creell man: 
Doth not the Cagle ſx clrer, the Nulter ſmell bet⸗ 
ter, the Powle heare lyghtlper: lette vs therefoze en⸗ 
deuour to excell in vertue ſeeing in qualytics ofthe boy 
dy we are infgriour to beaſtes. And hare J am moſt 
carneſtly to exhozt pou to modeſtie in pour behauiour, 
to duetie to pour elders, to dilpgence in pour ſtudpes. 
J was of late in Italy, where mine cares gloed, and 
my hearte was gauled to heare the abuſes that repang 
in Athens: J can not tell whether thoſe things ſpꝛange 
by the lewode and lying lyppes of the 1gnozaunt, which 
are alwayes cnempes to learning, os by the repoꝛtes of 
ſuch 
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ſuch as ſaw them and ſozrowed at them , Jt was open⸗ 
ly repoꝛted of an olde man in Naples that there was 

ze lyghtnes in Athens, then in all Italy, moze wan⸗ 
ton youths of ſchollers, then in al Europe beũdes, moꝛe 
Papiſtes, moze Atheiſts, moꝛe ſectes, moze ſchiſmes, 
then in all the Ponarchies of the wozld, which things 
although J thinke they be not true, pet can J not. but 
lament that they ſhoulde be deemed to bee true, and 3 
feare me thep be not altogether falle, there can no 
create ſmoke aryſe but there muſt be ſome fire , no 
great repoꝛte without great ſuſpition. Frame there 
foꝛe your lines to ſuch integretie, your ſtudies to the at⸗ 
fayning of ſuch perfection, that nepther the mighte of 
the ſtrong, neyther the mallyce of the weale, nepther 
the ſwifte repoꝛtes of the ignoꝛaunte be able to ſpotte 
pou with diſhoneſtte 02 note pou of vngodlyneſſe. The 
greateſt harme that pou can doe vnto the enuious, is 
to doe well, the grrateſt coꝛaſiue that you can giue vn⸗ 
to the ignoꝛaunt, is to p2oſper in knowledge, the grea⸗ 
teſt comfoꝛte that you can beſtowe on pour parents is 
to lyue well, and lcarne well, the greateſt commoditis 


that you can peelde vnto pour countrep, is with wiſe⸗ 


dome to beſtow that talente, that by grace was giuen 
vou. | | 
And here J cannot chuſe but giue pon that counſell, 
that an olde man in Naples gaue me moſt wiſelpe, 
althoughe J hadde then nepther grace to foilowe it, 
nepther will to give care fo it, deſtringe pon not to 
reiecte it bicauſe q dyd once dilpiſe it, Jt is this as A 
can remember worde foz worde. 


Deſcende into your owne conſcpences, conſider 
with your (clues the greate difference betwane Nas 
ringe and ſtarke bipnve , witte and wileroine , lcug 


and luſt, be merrye but with modcſtic , bir ſober 
but 
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but not to ſullen, be valyaunte but not to ventcrous, 

lette your attire be comely but not to coſtip, your dyct 
wholeſome, but not exceſſiue, vſe paſtune as the wo2de 
impozteth, to paſſe the tune in honeſte recreation. Pi⸗ 
ſtruſt no man without cauſe, nepther be pe credulous 
without p2ofc, be not lyght to follow euery mans opi⸗

{his was bis graue and godly aduiſe whoſe councell 
I woulde haue you all to follow, frequent lectures,vſc 
diſputations openly, neclecte not your pꝛiuate ſtudyes, 

let not degrees be giuen fo2 loue, but fo; learning, not 

foꝛ mony but fo2 knowledge, and bicauſe you ſhall bee 

the better cacouraged to follow my counſell, J will bes 

as it were an example my ſclte,deſiring vou all to imi⸗ 

tate me. 

Euphues hauing ended his diſcourſe, e finiſhed thoſe 
pꝛeteptes which he thought neceſſary foꝛ the ilkructing 
of pouthe, gaue his minde to the continuall Uudpe of 
Philoſophie, inſomuch as he became publyque Reader 
in the Unmerſitte, with ſuch commendacion as neuer 
any befoze him, in the which he continued fo2 the ſpacc 
of tenne yearcs, onely ſearching out the ſecrets of Nas 
ture 4 the hidden miſteries of Philoſophp, 2 hauing cel- 
lected into thꝛa volumes his lectures, thought fo2 the 
p;ofite of young ſchollers to ſette them fo2th in pꝛimt, 
which it he had done, J would alſo in this his No- 
tomie haue inſerted, but her alteringe his determi⸗ 
nation, fell into this diſcourſe with himſelfe. 

Why tuphucs art thou ſo addited to the ſludpe of 
the Þeathen? that thon halt foꝛgotten thy Cod in Bea⸗ 
nen: ſhal thy witte be rather employed to the attaining 
of hunnayne vuſedome then denine knowledge: Is A- 
riſtotſe mozo drare to the with his bokes: then Chzilt 
with 
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with bis blonde / What comfoze cauit hoe fnde in 
Philoſophy foz thy guiltie tonſtience, what hope of the 
reſurrection, what gladde tidinges of the Goſpell? 

Conſider with thy ſelfe that thou art a gentlemen, yea, 
and a Gentile, and if thownegled thy calling thou art 
wozle then a Icwe;Polt miſerable is the effate of thoſe 
gentlemen which thincke it a blemiſhe to their aun⸗ 
ceſto2s, and a blot to their owne gentrie to reade oz 
pzacize diuinitie. They thincke it nowe ſufficient foz 
their kelicitie to ryde well a-greate hozſe,to 
hawke,to hunt, to haue a ſmacke in Philoſoph pe, ney- 
ther thincking ok the beginninge of wiſedome , ney- 


ther the ende which is Chꝛiſte: onely they accompte 


diuinitie molt contemptible, which is and ought to be 
molt notable , Without this there is no Lawyer 
be be neuer ſo eloquent, no Philition bee he neuer ſo 
excellent, no Philoſopher be he neuer ſo learned, no 
King no Keyſer,be he neuer fo royal in birth, ſo politi⸗ 
que in peace, ſo expert in war, ſo valiaunt in pꝛowelle, 
but he is ta bee deteſted, and abhozred. Farewell there⸗ 
foꝛe the fine and filed pꝛaſes of Cicero, the pteaſaunt 
Fligues of Ouid, the depth and pꝛofound knowledge 
of Ariſtotle, Farewell Rhets2zicke , farewell Pht- 
loſophie , farewell all learninge which is not ſpꝛonge 

from the bowels of the holy Bible, 0 
In this learning ſhal we finde milke fo2 the weake, 
and marrowe fo; the ſtronge, in this ſhall wee fee how 
the ignoꝛaunt may be inftruced , the obſtinate confu- 
ted, the penitent comfozted,the wicked puniſhed, god⸗ 
ly pzeſerued, Dh J would gentlemen would femetimes 
ſequeſter themſelues from their own delights, x employ 
their wits in ſearchung theſe heanenly and diuine mi⸗ 
ſteries, It is common, vea and lamentable to ſee that 
if a pounge pouth, haue the giftes of Nature, as a 
charpe witte oz of Foztune, as ſufficient wealthe to 
D, mainteine 
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mainteine them gallauntiy, he cmployeth the ene in 
the vaine inuentions of loue, the other in p vile bꝛa⸗ 
uerp of pzids, the one in the paſſions'of hya mynde 
and pꝛapſes of his Ladye , the other in furmſhunge of 
bis bodye and furtheringe of bis luſt, heerrof it com- 
meth that ſuch vapne ditties, ſuch idle ſonnecs, luche 
inticinge ſanges ,are ſette fozth to the gaze of the 
wozldc and aricfe of the godlpe. Imp ſelte knowe 
none ſo ill as my ſelſe, who in tymes paſt. haue bene 
ſo ſuperſtitiouſly addicted , that J thought no heauen 
to the Paradiſe of loue , no Angell to bee compa- 
red fo my Ladye , but as repentannce bath cauſed 
mer to leaue and loath ſuch vayne delightes, ſo wiſc- 
dome hath opened vnto me the perfect gate to eternall 
Ivfe. 
Beſides this, I mp ſelſe haue thought that in di⸗ 
uinitie there coulde bee no eloquence, which J myght 
imitate, no pleaſaunt inuention whiche J might fol- 
lowe, no delicate phꝛaſe, that myght delyght mer, but 
nowe J ſe that in the ſacred knowledge of Gods 
wyll, the onely cloquence, the true and perfect phzaſe , 
the teſtimony of ſaluation doth abide,and ſering with - 
out this, all learninge is ignoꝛaunce, all wyſdome mo2e 
folly,and wytte playne bluntneſſe, all Juſtice iniquy- 
tie, all eloquence barbariſme , all beautie defozmytye, 
x wyll ſpend all the remainder of my lyte, in ſtudying 
the olde teſtament, wherein is p2efigured the comming 
of my (amour, and the newe teſtament , wherein my 
Ch;iſt doth ſuffer foz my ſinnes, and is crucified foz 
my redemption, whoſe bitter agonics ſhoulde caſt e⸗ 
ucry god Ch:iſtian into a ſhicueringe ague,to remems 
ber his anguiſhe, whoſe ſweatinge of water and bloud 
ſhould cauſe cucry deuoute and zealous Catholique, 
to ſhedde teares of repentaunce in remembzaunce of 
his tozmentes,

AT Theos. F am gladde Euphues that 3 
baue founde thee at lcaſure, partly that 
we might be merry, and partly that A 

mighte bee perſwaded in a thinge that 

much troubleth my conſcience , It is 

concerning God, There ber manye 
that are of this minde, that there is a God whom they 
tearme the creato2 of all things, a God whom they call 
the ſonne the redeemer of the wo2lde, a God whome 
they name the holy Ghoſt, the wozker of all thinges, 


the comfozter, the ſpirite, and pet are they of this opi⸗ 


nion alſo, that they be but one Ood, coequall in power, 
coetcrnal,incomp2zehenſible,4 yet a Trinitie in perſon. 
J foz my parte although J am not ſo credulous to be⸗ 
lane their curious opintons,yet am J deſirous to hears 
the reaſons that ſhould dztue them into ſuch fonde and 
Dif. frenticke 
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frenticke imaginations , F02 as J know nothing to be 
ſo abſurde which ſome of the Philoſophcrs haue not 
defended, ſo thinke I nothing ſo et tomous which (ome 
of our Catholickes haue not maynteyned , If here 
were, as diuers dꝛeame, a God that would revenge the 
oppꝛeſſion of the widdowes and fatherlefſe, that would 
re warde the zeale of the mercifull , pittie the pe and 
par don the penitent, then woulde the people cyther 
ſtande in greater awe, 02 owe moze loue towards their 
Cod, 

JI remember Tullye diſputinge of the nature of 
Gods , beingeth Dioniſius as a ſcoſſer of ſuch vayne 
and deuiſed Deities, who fing Acſculaptus with a 
longe bearde of golde, and Apollo his father brarde- 
lelle, played the Barbar and ſhaued if from bim, ſaping, 
it was not decent that the ſonne ſhoulde haue a bearde 
and the father none, @aing alſo lupitcr with an o2na- 
ment of golde toke it from hum teſting thus, In s um⸗ 
mer this aray is to heaute, in Winter to colde, hare 
I leaue one of wollen, beth warmer lo; the colde and 
lyghter fo2 the heat. He comming alſo into þ Temple 
wher certeyne of the gods with golden giktes ſtretched 
out their handes, tone them all away ſaping , Who 
will bee ſo madde as to refuſe thinars ſo gentlye of- 
fcred, 

Doſt thou not ſo } vuphues what ſmall accompt he 
made of their gods, (02 at Þ laſt ſayling unto bis couns 
trey with a pꝛoſperous winde, de laughing ſayde, loc 
ſ& pou not mp Paylters, how well the Cods rewarve 
our Sacriledae , I cculde rehearſe infinite opinions 
of excellent men who in this poynte belde on my five, 
but cſpectalipe Protayoras , and in my iudgement if 
there be anp Cod, it is the wozide wherein we lyue, 
that is the onely Cod, what can we beholde moze no- 
ble then the wozide, noe farre, moge beautitull,moze 
clozious? 
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gloztoust what moze maie ſticall to the ſight, 02 moze 
conſtant in ſubſtance?But this by the way tuphues, J 
bane greter 4 mo2e fozcible arguments to confirme mp 
opimon, 4 to contute the errozs of thoſe that imagine 
that there is a God , But firſt J woulde gladly beare 
the ſhape an aunſwere to that which J haue ſayde, 
fo well XI knowe that thou arte not onelp one of thoſe 
which bela ue that ther is a god, but of them alſo, which 
are ſo pʒeciſe in honouring hun, that they be ſcarce wiſe 
in helping themſelues.

The Veathen man ſayth, 
pca that lullye whome thou thy ſclfe alleadgeſt, that 
there is no nation ſo barbarous, no kinde of people ſo 
ſauage in whom refteth nit this perſwaſton that there 
is a Cad, and cuen they that in other partes of theire 
lyfe ſe ne very lyttle to differ from bzute beaſtes , doe 
centumallp keape a certepne (arde of Kelpgion, ſo 
thzoughlye hath this common pzinciple poſſeſſed all 
mens mindes, and ſo faſte it flicketh in all mens 
bowells,

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Pea Jdolatrye it ſelfe is ſufficient pzofe of this per- 
ſwaſion fo: we le how willyngly man abaſeth himſelfe 
to honour other creatures, to doe homage to ſtockes, 
to goe on pilgrimage to images, if therefozc man ra- 
ther then he woulde haue no God doe wozthip a ene, 
how much moꝛe art thou 'daller then a tone which go⸗ 
eſt againſt the opinion of all men.

Ariſtotle when he toulde not finde out by the ſecrecie 
of Nature the cauſe of the ebbing and flowing of the 
Sea, cryed ont with a loude voyce , O thing of things 
haue mercy vpon mee, 

Cleauthes alleadged foure cauſes , which might in- 
duce man to acknowledge a God, the firſt by the fo2e- 
ſeeing of things to come,the ſecond by the infimte come 
modities which we daply reape, as by the temperature 
of the airc, the fatneſſe of the earth, the fruitefulneſe 
of trees, plantes and hearbes, the aboundaunce of all 
thinges that may eythcr ſerue fo2 the neceſſitic of ma⸗ 
ny, oꝛ the ſuperfluitic of a few, the thirde by the ter⸗ 
ro; that the minde of man is ſtroken into, bp lyghte- 
nings , thunderings, tempeſtes, hayles, ſnow, earth 
qua kes, peſtilence, by the ſtraunge and terrible fightcs 
which cauſe vs to tremble, as the rapning of bleud, the 
firte impꝛeſſions in the Clemente, the ouerflowinge of 
floudes in the earth, the pꝛodigious ſhapes and vnna⸗

Euphues. J haue read of the milke of a Tygreſle 
that the moze ſalte there is thzowne into it the freſher 
it is, and it may be that thou haſt eyther eaten of that 
milke, oz that thou arte the Whelpe of that Ponſter, 
fo; the moze reaſons that are beate into thy head, the 
moꝛe vnreaſonable thon ſeemeſt to bee, the greater mp 
autho2 ities are, the leſſer is thy belicfe . As touching 
the authoꝛitie of @criptures although there be manpe 
arguments which do pꝛoue yea and enfozce the wicked 
to confeſſe- that the Seriptures came from God, pet bp 
none other meane then by the ſecrete teſtumonp of the 
holy Ghoſt our heartes arc'truely perſwadev that it 
is God which ſpeaketh in the lawe , in the ÞP2ophets, 
in the Goſpell, the o2derly diſpoſition of the wiſedome 
of God, the doctrine ſauozing nothing of earthlyneſſe, 
the godly agreement of all parts amonge themſelues, 
and ſpecially the baſeneſſe of contemptible wozdes vt- 
tering the high miſterpes of the heauenly hingedome, 
are ſeconde helpes to eſtabliſh the @criptures. 4 


MPo2eouer the antiquitie of the Scripture, whereas 


thebokes of other Relygions are later then the bokes 
of Moſes, which yet doth not himſelfe inuent a newe 
P. iti. Cod, 
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God, but ſetteth fw;:th to the Ifrachtes the God of their 
fathers - Whereas Moles doth not byde the ſhame 
of Leuy his father, noz the moarninge of Aaron vis 
b:other, and of Marie his iſter,no2 doth aduonnce his 
owne chilozen ; Lhe ſame ave arguments that in his 
. bake is nothing fayned vy man. Alto the my2acles that 
happened as well at the publyſhing of the lawe as in 
all the reſt of tune are infallyble pzofes that the © ctip- 
tures pꝛocteded from the mouth of God. Allo wheres 
as Moles ſpcaking in the perſon of Iacob, aſſigneth go- 
uernment to the Tribe of Iuda, and where he telleth be⸗ 
foze of the callynge of the Gentiles, whereof the one 
came to paſſe foure hundꝛeth peares after, the other al⸗ 
moſt two thouſande ycares, theſe are arguments that 
it is GOD himlcife that ſpeaketh in the bokes of 
Moles, | 

Whereas Flay telleth befoze of the captiuilie of 
the lewes and their reſtozyng by Cyrus (which was 
boꝛne an hundꝛeth yeares after the deathe of Eſay) and 
wheras lere my befoze the people were led away apoin⸗ 
tcth their cxile to contine w thzeeſcoze and ten yeares , 
Ulhercas leremy and Ezechiel bœinge farre diſtaunt 
in places the one from the other doe agree in all theire 
ſayings . Where Daniel telleth of things to come 
ſire hund;eth yeares after, Mheſe are moſt certerne 
p:ones to eſtabliſh the authozitie of the bokes of the 
Þ2ophets,the ſimplycitte of the ſpeach of the firſt the 
Euaungelpſts, conteyninge heauenlpe mpſteries, the 
pꝛayſe of John thundꝛing from on high with weygbty 
ſentences, the beauenlye matcſtie ſhinince in the wei⸗ 
tings of Peter and Paule, the ſodapne callyng of Ma- 
thew from the receipte of cuſtome, the callyng of Pe- 
ter and lohn from their fiſher boates to the pzeaching 
of the Gaſpell, the conuerſion and callyng pf Paule bas 
ing an cnemy to the Apoitleſippe are ſignes of the ho⸗ 
Ive 
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lye Ghoſt ſpeaking in them. The conſent of ſo many 
ages, of ſo ſund2ye nations, and of ſo diners mindes, 
in embzacing the Scriptures, and the rare godlyneſſe 
of ſome,oughte to eſtabliſh the zauthozitie thereoff a- 
mongſt vs. Allo the bloude of ſo many, Party2s 
which foz the confeſſion thereoff haue ſuſfred deathe 
with a conſtant and ſober zeale, are vndoubted telti- 
monyes of the truthe and authozitic of the Scrip⸗ 
tures, 


The myꝛacles that Moſes retounteth are ſufficnt to 
perſwade vs that God, yea, the God of hoaſtes, ſette 
downe the Seriptures , Foz this that her was carryed 
in a clowde vpp into the moantayne : that there euen 
bntill the foztith dape he continued without the com⸗ 
panye of men. That in the verye publyſhinge of the 
lawe his face did ſhine as it were beſette with Dunne 
beames, that lyghteninges flaſhed rounde about, that 
thunder and nopſes were eache where hearde in the 
apꝛe, that a Trompette ſownded being not ſowunded 
with any mouth of man. 


That the entry of the Tabernacle by a clolode ſet 
vetwane was kepte from the ſighte of the people, that 
his authozitic was ſo miraculouſly reuenged with the 
hoꝛrible deſtruction of Chorah, Dathan, and Abiton, 
and all that wicked faction, that the rocke ffreken with 
a rodde did by and by powze fozthe a tpuer, that at 
his pzayer , it rayned Manna from Peauen , Dyd 
not God herrein commendhim from Heauen as an vis 
doubted Pzophet? *_ > 0 | 

Nowe as fonchinge the tyꝛannpe of Antiochus, 
which commaunded all the bokes to be burned, here⸗ 
moos ſinguler pꝛouldente is ſeene, Which 
bath alwayes kepte his wazde both from the nigh- 


type that they coulde neuer extinguiſhe the ys and 
| rom 
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from the mallitions that they coulde neuer diminiſh it. 
Wher were diners copyes which god of his great god 
nes kept from the bloudie p2oclamation of Antiochys, 
+ by4 by followed the tranflating of them into Greelce, 
that they might be puviyſhed vato the whole worde. 
The Hcbrew tongue lay not oncly bneſteemed but al- 
moſt vnuknown,and lurely had it not bene Gods wrll to 
baue his religib pꝛouided (02,tt had altogether pertſhed, 
Whcu ſaſt Atheos how the @criptures come from the 
mouth of G50,4 are waitten by the finger of the Poly 
Ghoſt, in p conſcientes of all the ſapthfull. But if thou 
be ſo curious to aſke other queſtions , o2 ſo quarrellous 
to ſtriue agaynl the truth, J muſt aunſwer ther, as an 
olde father anſwered a young fole which nedes would 
know what Ood did befoze he made Veauen,to whom 
be (aid, hell, fog ſuch curtotis inquiſito2s of gods ſeerets, 
whoſe wilt dome is not to be compzehended, fo; who is 
be that can meaſare the winde 02 way the fire, 02 at- 
tayne vito the vnlcarcheable wdgementes of the 
L 02de, 

Beſides this, where the Moly Ghoſt hath ceaſed to 
lette do lune, there ought we to ceaſe to enquire, ſaing 
we banc p ſutticiencie of our ſaluation conteined in ho- 
ly Scripture. It were an abſardifie in ſchales, if one 
boring v2gcd with a place in Ariſtotle could finde none 
other ſhite to auopde a blanche then in doubting whe- 
ther Ariſtotle ſpake (uch wozds oz no. Shall it then be 
follerable to denpe the @ criptures dauing no other to- 
lour to attopde an inconuentence. but by doubting whe- 
ther they pzocerde from the holy Ghoſt : But that ſuch 
doubtes aryſe amonge many in our age, the reaſon is, 
m_ lyttle faythe , not the inlufficicnt pale of the 
caule, 


Thon may as well demaund how J pzoue white 
fo be white, oz blacke, blacke, and why it ſhon!de bot 


called 
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called white rather then greene. Wuch grole gurſti⸗ 
ons are to be aunſwered with fender reaſons,and ſuch 
idle heades would be ſcoffed with adie aunſweres. Ve 
that hath no motton of Sod in his minde, no ferlinge 
of the ſpirite no taſt of heanenty thinges , no remozce 
in conſcience, no fparke of zeale, is rather to be con- 
kormded by to2mentes , thenreaſons,fo2 it is an cups 
dent and infallible ſigne that the holy Choſt hath not 
ſealed his conſctence , whereby her mycht crye Abba 
Father, J coulde alledge Scripture to pzone that the 
godly ſhotride refraine from the companye of the wic⸗ 
ned, which although thou wylt not belocue, pet will i 
condemne ther @aina Paul ſayth, à deũre you bꝛethzen 
that you abſteine from the companye of thoſe that 
walke mozdmatelire , Agayne mp ſennec if finners 
Mal fatter thee gyne no care vnto them, fre from 
the cuil, and cnils fyall fiye from thee. 

And ſureip were u not to corfute thy deteſtable 
dercſie, and beinge thee if it might be to ſome taſte of 
the holy Ghoſt, J would abandon all place of thy a⸗ 
dode, fo I thrmeke the grounde accurſed whereon thou 
ſtandeſt: Tome opmions are fo monſtrous that 1 
cannot tell whether thou wylte caſt a doubt alſo whe- 
ther thou haue a fonte 02 no, whiche i thou dor. 
meane not to waft winde in pꝛouing that whith rhin 
infivellifie wyll not permit thee to belcue, fo: if thou 
baft as pet felt no taſt of the ſpirit wozking in ther, then

ogenes teeth that the Synoponetes had baniſhed hym 


Pontus,pea,ſayde ha, J them of Diogenes. J maye 
ſaye to ther as Straconicus ſayde to his gueſt, who de⸗ 
maunded what faulte was puniſhed wyth erile, and 
he aunſweringe falſhode , why then ſapde Straconi⸗ 
cus daſt not thou p2actiſe deceife to the ende thou maiſt 
auoyde the myſchiefes that followe in thy coun - 


trey. 
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And ſucely if conſcience be the tauſe thou art bani⸗ 
cd the court, J accompt the wiſe in being ſo pzeciſe 5 
by the vſing of vertue thou matlt be eriled the place of 
vice.

Lbe 
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Lhe kinges of Perſia were deemed happy that they 
kepte their Winter in Babilon, in Media their Sum⸗ 
mer, and their Dpzing in Sulis ; and certeynly the Ex⸗ 
ils may in this be as happy as anyking in Perſia, foz 
he may at his leaſttre,beeing at his owne pleaſure, lead 
bis Winter in Athens, his Dummer in Naples, his 
Spring at Argos. But if her haue anye buſineſſe in 
bande, be may ſtudie without trouble, udcepe without 
care, and wake at his will without controlnent , Ari- 
{totle muſt dine when it pleaſeth Philip, Diogenes 
when it lyffeth Diogenes, the courtier ſuppeth when 
the king is ſatiſſled, buf Botonio map now eate When 
Botonio is an hungred. 

But thon ſayſf that banichment is ſhamefull, No 
truly, no moze then pouertie to the content, oꝛ grape 
haires to the aged. It is the cauſe that maketh ther 
ſhame. I thon wert baniſhed vpon choller greater is 
thy credite in ſuſtapninge wzonge then thy ennpes 
in committinge iniurie , and leffe ſhame is it to ther 
to be oppꝛeſſed by might, then theirs that wzonght it 
foz mallyce.

It is not the 
nature of the place but the diſpoſition of the perſon 
that maketh the lyfe pleaſaunt , Seeing therefoze Boto- 
nio, that all the Dea is apte foz anpe fiſhe that it is a 
hadde grounde where no flower will growe, that to a 
wiſe man all landes are as fertile as his owne enhery⸗ 
taunce , A deſire ther fo temper the ſharpenefle of thy 
baniſhment with the lwerteneſſe of the cauſe, and to
